POLICE “FINE WORKERS” TO GO. 


Commussioner Kent dug still deeper yester- 
day into the stuffed pay-roils of his depart- 
ment as handed down to him by John P. Hop- 
administration. The further he 

digs the more complete is the evi- 

dence of corruption and the greater 
the accumulation of trouble in store-for the 
men who signed numerous pay-rolls and the 

foremen who have made affidavit that a 

laborer worked twenty days in a month 

while the laborer makes affidavit he worked 

only fifteen. . 

While the numerous. beneficiaries of the 
last administration were getting on many 
pay-rolls the foremen were providing a fat 
rakeoff for theinselves, 

Commissioner Kent also found yesterday 
that while the rolls were thick with O’ Malleys 
they were equally . prolific of Murphys and 
Ryans. Out of a list of thirty names on one 
pay-roll there were six Murphys. Only one 
of that number had a Christian name given, 
and that was *‘ Jas.’"’ The others bore single 
initials such as ** M..” *J.,” “FP”. * RB,” 
with duplications of the same. The O’ Mal- 
leysdo not take precedence over the Mur- 
phys, and the indefinite P. J..and M. Ryans 
occupy much of the space devoted to names, 

: Pay-Rolls Call for $60,000, 

The pay-roils which the Commissioner is 
investigating involve alleged labor amount- 

' yng in value to, approximately, $60,000. 

They are the unsigned rolls left unpaid by ex- 

Commissioner McCarthy, and nota man of 

them will get his pay until he has made afii- 

davit to the amount of time he worked. 

‘It is here the Commissioner is catching the 
foremen. The seven or eight foremen whose 
pay-rolls are being investigated have submit- 
ted their statements. They are in the Commis- 
sioner’s ofhce. Two notaries were busy all day 
in the City Hall witnessing the affidavits of 
the laborers as they swore to the number of 
days they had worked. The affidavits. made 
Saturday were yesterday being compared 
with the foreman’s pay-roll tor the same 
service. Commissioner Kent was unwilling 
to give names, but he announced several 
sample cases to show how foremen were pre- 
pared, for instance, to draw fifteen days’ pay 
foralaborer and pocket the difference be- 
tween that and the twelve days which the 
man worked. 

_ In one case the pay-rolla.shewed #48 due a 

man while his own affidavit called for $38, 
Another man credited with having earned 
$33 made affidavit there was only $13 due 
him. Différences of two and three days were 
common, the wages . being $2.25 
per day. In another case the fore- 
man’s pay-roll showed $46 was due, while 
the man’s affidavit. called for $36. 

‘* What are you going to do about this?” the 
Com missioner was asked. 

‘*“T um gomg:to continue investigations 
through all the pay-rolls left unpaid by my 
predecessor. I do not know yet whether | 
shall extend the work further.” 

‘* But what about these foremen who swear 
to ane thing while the employés make affida- 
vit to another?’ f 

Will Take Care of Every Case. 

‘*T’ll take care of them when I get through. 
I shall first collect all my evidence and then 
the Law Department will be consulted.”’ 

** Have you any Coubt of carefally premed- 
itated fraud?” 

‘‘None whatever. But I de not wish to 
give names at present. It would interfere 
with my plans. In due time everything will 
be made public.”’ 

Most of the men applying for their March 
salaries yesterday were employed in the 
Street-Cleaning Department under Foreman 
Ed Condon, whose roll is said to have been 
subjected to the scrutiny of the Commission- 
ers.. The greatest care is exercised to detect 
those who are making duplicate affidavits for 
being on more than one time sheef. 

If the differences between the pay-rolls and 
the affidavits continue Com missioner 
will save the city about 25 per cent of the 
$60,000 which the foremen were preparing 
to have drawn from the city. 

An inconsistent affidavit-maker turned up 
at the close of the day’s business. He 
made two affidavits. In one he swore 
he worked thirteen rag we “* 

twelve days in rch. 
the Pinca he set forth he had worked thir. 
teen daysin March and twelve days in April. 

In one he signed his nafme as ending with 

“ley.’”? In the other it was “ly,” and the sig- 

natures were in different handwriting. 

One man who was called iato Commissioner 
Kent's private office yesterday afternoon was 
John McEiroy of No. 3526 Bishop street, 
who was employed under Foreman Weir of 
the water pipe extension gang in the Town of 
Lake and who was one of the first men to be 
discharged by Mr. Kent. 

: Said He Did the Work. 
--McElroy said that he had been accused false- 
ly of not having worked the time that the pay- 
rolls, to which he had made affidavit, showed. 
McElroy claimed to have been employed by 
the city for the last eight years as 4 laborer. 
Commissioner Kent maintained the same si- 
lence as regards the case of McElroy that he 
does to all other questions leading to the iden- 
tity of any one figuring in the present in ves- 
- tigation. 

Another investigation that promises devel- 
opments will be started today. The Purchas- 
ing Agent’s office, which was filled by Joha 
Fitzsimons during the- Hopkins administra- 
tion, wiil receive a complete overhauling. It 
was in this department that Jack Brown did 
some of his most lucrative work and ran 
his largest bills. The records show that the 
purchasing agent expended in 1894, $312,- 
000. Such a loose system prevailed that 
some difficulty may be experienced in getting 
at the facts, There were rumors yesterday. 
that it would be shown the city had been 
mulcted over $50,000. This, however, wes 
argely in the nature of sf — yori 
on the usual percentage of prout ar 
which prevailed under the last administra- 
tion.

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AX FOR POLITICAL POLICE OFFICERS.

Supt. Badenoch’s Next Order Will Decapl- 
tate Big Game. 
Most of the police officials who did polit- 
ical fine work for the Hopkins administration 
will get caught in Chief Badenoch’s general 
order, which probably will make its appear- 
ance the last of this week. While a grand- 
stand play was made by Mayor Hopkins after 
the fall election, when it was discovered his 
goose was cooked, to pull the Police Depart- 
ment out of politics, none of the men who 
had done service of a political nature was let 
out, Care was taker to place all the officials 
who had used their positions at the fall elec- 
tions to whip the criminal element of the 
community into line for the Democratic 
ticket and to force the groggery-keepers to 
help build up the machine where they would 
attract the least attention. Then the Police 
Commiségion was wheeled into the ring and the 
public attention was riveted upon it and its 
acts. The Duffys, the Brennans, and the 
O’Malleys were all tucked away iu good 
places and no one ever heard of any of the 
numerous relatives of Mike Brennan failing 
to pass the examination of Messrs. Rubens, 
Ela, and Hamline. It appears that they were 
skipped when the lists were made out and the 
Police Commission in all probability did 
not even so much as know of their existence, 
Just Look at the, Brennans. 

The O’ Malley family is hot in it with the 
Brennans when it comes to the. police pay- 
roll. Here are a few: 

LUKE CALLARAN, brother-in-law, Lieutenant at 
the West Thirteenth Street Station. 

FRANK FiInwNAN, brother-in-law; Patrol Ser- 
geant Thirtoeuth Precinct. 

WiILL1AmM Murpuy, brother-in-law; Patrol Ser- 
geant East Chicago avenue. 

HeNRy DeGAN, brother-in-law; Sergeant East

Dents Hayes, brother-in-law; patrolman. 
JAMES BRENNAN, brother; Sergeant South En- 
gzlewood Station. 

Capt. Frank O'Neill, it is said, is a cousin 
of ex-Chief Brennan, and Michael Finnan, 
another brother-in-law, was let go in the Jast 
general order.

The foregoing list does not by any means in- 
clude all of the Brennan family on the police 
pay-roll. It issaid there are fully adozen more, 
but the degree of their reiationship is about 
the rank of cowsin and second cousin. (Others 
have no more relationship than that they 
came fromn the same county in Ireland, but 
the pull has been worked. It does not stand 
to reason thatall Brennans are born ‘*cop- 


pers,”’ 
From the Inspectors Down. 


Work onthe next general order has been 
commenced. It will start in with the iuspect- 
ors andgo rightdown the list. Inspector 
Lewis, it is understood, will be retired on a 
pension. He has beena faithful policeman 
for a good many years. and has been eligible 
for retirement for sometime. There is one 
more inspector on -the force than the appro- 
priation ordinance provides for, and itis ab- 
solutely necessary to either retrre one more 
or reduce him. ‘ if Inspector Lewis is retired 
it will be oa a saiary of $1,400, 

Inspector Shea, it is said on good authority, 
will remain at the head of the detective 
bureau. It is understood Chief Badenoch is 
thoroughly impressed with the idea of mak- 
ing the bureau a detective agency in reality 
as wellas in name, and Inspector Shea is 
looked upon as one of the most expert thief 
catchers in the country. 

What will be done with the other inspectors 
has not been intimated. 

_When it comes down to Captains there are 
a lot of men who will go. Tho publiccan rest 
assured that CaptDan Dnuffy’s head is as 
good as gone now. He was Mayor Hopkins’ 
right hand man when it came to policemen. 
To him was assigned the important duty of 
looking after gambling, and how well he 
performed his work is well known. He also 
was mixed up in the disgraceful performance of 
carting a lot of innocent Poles off to the Hyde 
Park Station and keeping them away from 
their friends in order that they could not give 
bail. Duffy is now at the Stock-Yards Sta- 
tion.

Capt. Pat Gibbons, now at Desplaines 
street, and a brother-in-law of ex-Senator 
John F. O’ Malley, is sure to have to look for 
a new jobafter the general order makes its 
appearance. He was at the East Chicago 
Avenue Station during the fall election, and it 
always has been supposed he had much tu do 
with preventing the police from locating the 
ex-Senator after the election troubles in the 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards." 

Capt. Kane, ex-Mayor Hopkins’ nephew, is 
slated for decapitation. 

Five Lieutenants Sure to Go, 

There are five Lieutenants that are sure to 
be included in the round up, They are Lieut.

These 
officers were all mounted and all excused 
their men and told them to put on citizens’ 
clothes and march under the. Hopkins 
banner. 

Lieut. Howe was the President of the 
Policeman’s Literary Society. Its principal 
business was to get saloonkeepers in line for 
the Democratic county ticket. 

Lieut, Charles Johnson of West Chicago 
avenue and Lieut. Bowler were both active 
partisans and their heads probably will come 
off to appease a wronged community.

It is feared, ac- 
cording to Mr. Hanks, that his illness has 
temporarily unsettled his mind, and all 
means are being employed to insure his im- 
mediate return. Many of the inost promi- 
nent business and professional men of Madi- 
son have unanimously expressed the warmest 


-regard for him and would come to his aid 


anywhere or in any emergency. 

‘We want Mr. Smith to come home,” said 
Mr. Hanks last night. ‘** His financial affairs 
need not worry him at all. He has too many 
good frierids who want to see him safe at 
home for anything like money to stand in his 
way. His obligations are nothing at all when 
compared with the esteem in which he is heid 
and we are willing tocome to his assistance 
inany way. I had noidea he was worried 
over his obligations, and I speak fora host 
of warm friends when I say that all we want 
is to see him safe and sound. Then we will 
take care of his obligations.”’ 

The following description of Mr. Smith was 
furnished by Mr. Hanks: 

Mr. Smithis about 55 years of age; height 
about 6 feet; weight about 160 pounds; stoop- 
shouldered ; rather flat-chested, slim and angu-

New York, May 13.—(Spec —It devel-

golf Sunday. Today the names of the other 
offenders became known. They are Thomas 
Hitchcock Jr., Frank Hitchcock, James F. 
De Lanier, Charles Albert Stevens, E. Wil- 
lard Roby, E. J. Cushing, William Astor 
Chandler, and Charles R. Hone. None of 
them was arrested,why,not nobody knows 
unless it was that Deputy Sheriff Smith had 
a big run on his wood-yard at Wantagle 
and couldn’t spare the time to waylay and 
capture them. 

Justice James M. Seaman, who issued the 
warrants against the Meadow Brook club 
members, said the cases would be heard 
some evening this week. The point against 
Sunday golf playing was first raised by 
members of the Methodist church at East 
Meadows. They caught some of the Meadow 
Brook members playing golf Sunday and 
tried to convert them, but failed. They in- 
vited the members «o drop the wicked im- 
plements and go into church. This offer 
Was declined, and the church members de- 
cided they must have recourse to the law, 
as the only means of softening the hearts 
of the golf players. 

Justice Seaman has little acquaintance 
with the Meadow Brook club, and the men 
for whom he issued the warrants are not 
known to him. Deputy Sheriff Smith did 
not know what an aristocratic organiza- 
tion he had stumbled on. He described the 
ground on which the Meadow Brook men 
played as ‘‘an open lot back of a big barn,” 
and, as he did not Know the names of any

JACK SMITH KILLED BY MARSHAL KELLY 


Reign of Terror Among the Bull Hill 
Miners That Promises More Bloodshed. 
Cripple Creek, Colo., May 13.—Jack Smith, 

the famous leader of the Bull Hill miners, 

was shot and killed by Marshal Jack Kelly 
of Altman this afternoon. The Marshal also 
shot George Popst, a miner who was with 

Smith. The shooting created a reign of ter- 

ror in the great gold camp. The miners 

threaten to avenge the death of their late 
war Captain. All saloons have been closed 
in Victor and Altman. Martial law practi- 
cally has been declared. Acts of violencé are 
expected at any moment. The authorities 
are confiscating all weapons they can find. 
Last night Jack Smith shot out eleven of the 
lights in Dan Foley's saloonin Victor. This 
morning he was arrested and placed under 
bonds. As soon as he was released he went 
to Altman and proceeded to terrorize the in- 
habitants. Marshal Kelly ordered him out 
of town. Smith began firing, and Popst 
stood by him. Kelly returned the fire and 

— down both men, escaping injury him-

Why the Millionaire Tobacco Man Will Not 
Serve on Pingree’s Commission. 

Detroit, Mich., May 13.—{Special.]—Dan- 
iel Scotten, the millionaire tobacco manu- 
facturer, has written to Mayor Pingree de- 
clining to serve on the potato commission.

Robber No. 1 walked 
over to the cash drawer and emptied the con- 
tents, currency, silver, and gold, into his coat 
pocket. Then he turned about and gave the 
command to his confederutes, **Come on, 
boys,”” he said, and turning to the frightened 
sports he added, “If any of you fellows 
budge we wiil fill you with lead, see?” 

Then the trio backed out of the room, down 
stairs, and calmly walked through the crowd- 
ed saloon onto Madison street. 

It was several minutes before the gamblers 
recovered their breath. Then they turned out 
the lights and walked over to the Central Sta- 
tion, where they made a report of the whole 
affair to Sergt. Broderick. They said the

ENORMOUS DAMAGE IN NEW YORK, 


Grape Interest Thought to Be Injured to 
the Extent of $2,000,000. 

New York, May 13.—Reports from many 
sections of the State indicato that last night’s 
frost did an immense amount of damuge to 
growing vegetables, crops, and fruit. Tele- 
grams from. Dunkirk state that the entire 
grape crop of the Chautauqua grape belt was 
ruined, ‘The lossis estimated at $1,500,000 
in this belt. That figure was the value of last 
years cropand by reason of new acreage 
coming into bearing the crop this year would 
have been much larger. The Chautauqua grape 
belt extends through Erie County westward 
to Erie. It occupies a strip from tive to eight 
miles in width along the southern shores of 
Lake Erie. The number of acres bearing 
grapes last year was 26,000. This year 
35,000 acres would have been bearing. The 
vines were loaded with blossom buds last 
evening, and today from one end of tne beit 
to the other the vineyards are nothing but 
blackened ruins, and have the appearance of 
having been visited by fire. 

At Dunkirk the thermonetér fellx to 25 
degrees, Every vine is destroyed. - Silver 
Creek last. year shipped 2,200 cars. This 
place is remarkably well sheltered. Every- 
thing is destroyed. At Forestville every far- 
mer had planted every available acre in 
grapes, and the frost last night ruined every 
vine. Other fruits suffered nearly us much. 
There will be cherries. 

At Ripley, where last year 400 cars were 
shipped, thrs year will not have one basket of 
grapes. The grape growers are demoralized 
and do not know what they willdo. The 
thermometer feil to 4° below freezing. At 
Westfield the vines are entirely cut down. 
Some growers will plow up their vineyards 
and return to the ald style of general farming. 
Brockton, generally known as the center of 
the Chautauqua grape belt, is in mourning to- 
day. ‘Nothing is raised there but grapes, and 
the frost last night cut them all down. 

Gerry Rickmann, the millionaire grower 
and wine manufacturer, says the loss in the 
belt by reason of the destruction done to the 
grapes will reach at least $2,000,000. His 
own loss ine estimates at $250,000. 

At Fredonia nothing of the grape crop can 
be saved. Had fire gone through the vine- 
yards it could not have been more thorough 
in its effects, 

Erie, Pa., May 13:—The grape crop in this 
section will be a complete faiiure because of 
last night’s frost. In this county 4,000 acres 
of vineyards were destroyed. 


EXTENT OF THE DAMAGE IN OHIO, 


Vegetables in the Central and Fruits in the 
Northern Portion Killed. 
Columbus, O., May 13.—([Special. |—Re- 
ports concerning the damage done to early 
fruit and vegetables by the f:ost thronghout 
Ohio last night show that in many sections 
the loss wiil be considerable, Throughout 
Central Ohio dispatches show that vegetables 
have been ruined, but no permanent injury 
has been inflicted upon fruits except the 
earliest varieties.

POLICEMEN TACKLE TWO ODD JOBS. 


Chase Barrel Thieves and Take a Suicide 
Out of a Tree. 


Grand Crossing’s patrol wagon put ina 
busy* day yesterday. The pecaliar tastes 
which obtain in South Chicago and vicinity 
hada good dealto do withit. Here in Chi- 
cago when thieves go forth to steal they have 
some ideas of the proprieties and don’t steal 
such thingsas dog kenneis and empty bar- 
rels. Also when a Chicagoan goes out to 
hang himself he is content witha barn beam 
and doesn’t want an able-bodied policeman to 
climb sixty feet up a wabbly tree to cut him 


duwn. 

In South Chicago they do things different- 
ly. Yesterday morning three men drovea 
big wagon to the rear of Linderman’s grocery 
store and began to haul over a lot of empty 
coal oil barrels which were stored there, The 
grocer had expected some one to come from 
the Standard Oil office and check up those 
barrels,so hedid not pay much attention 
when the men stacked the barrels on the 
wagon. When they put the dog kennel in, 
too, the grocer thought the representatives of 
the oil trust were going justa little too far 
and told them so. Then, he says, the sup- 
posed Standard Oil men threw hard words 
and soft vegetables at him so that he beata 
retreat. 

As the men with the barrels worth $1 each 
drove out of the alley Linderman frantically 
calied up the South Chicago Police Station 
and told the operator he had been robbed. 
For nearly a week that operator has been 
hearing the police who quelled the South Chi- 
cago strike teil of their valorous deeds and it 
mede him pine for sensation. Linderman 
said he had lost a wagon load of varreis, but 
in transmission the inessage got changed into 
** wagon load of beer,’’ and it created more 
excitement at the station than order No, 13. 

The wagon and the barrels had been seen 
going down Seventy-ninth street. Outside 
the station stood the patrol wagon of the 
Grand Crossing Sf&tion waiting for riots, 
strikes, and things. Being careful of his own 
horses the Sergeant chased the Grand Cross- 
ing wagon down Seventy-ninth street. and 
sent his own wagon by the shorter route down 
South Chicago avenue, It may have been 
that the Grand Crossing men did not know the 
barrels were empty or they may have had bet- 
ter horses, but they outran the South Chicago 
wagon and sighted the robbers. Down Sev- 
enty-ninth street went the wagon with two 
policemen doing their best to shoot a hole in 
the barrels and missing them by about a 
biock. The patrol hurses thought they were 
going home anc ran faster, while the black 


horse which pulled the barrel wagon was get- 


ting played out. Asthe chased an the chas- 
ers nesred Grand Crossing the men ifi the 
barrel wagon jumped and ran. Each police- 
man selected his man and conscientiously 
shot at him. The bullets did not hit, but the 
policemen put in some good leg work and 
each caughta man. ‘The ocher got away. 

Then those tired and disgusted patrol horses 
were turned away from their comfortable 
barn and obliged to haul that wagon load of 
barrels back to South Chicago with the used- 
up black horse walking behind. The load of 
barrels was on exhibition at the door of the 
station. 

The two men arrested gave their names as 
Eaward Casson and Fred Palmer and were 
locked up. 

Satisfied with their work the two men in 
the Grand Crossing wagon were jogging con- 
tentedly home thinking of nothing in partic- 
ular. As they passed through the Village of 
Bryn Mawr they sawa manup a tree. He 
Was up good and high and did not appear to 
be comiortable. 

“The man will break his neck for sure,”’ 
suggested Policeman Murphy to Policeman 
Simmons, and they pointed him out to the 
driver, The driver agreed this might be 
true if the man had not already broken his 
neck, seeing he had a rope around it. 

This turned jest into earnest and the men 
climbed from the wagon to investigate. 
Clear up at the top of a tree hung the bouy of 
a man who had evidently committed suicide. 
The only way to get the body down was to 
cliinb for it, and the policemen were heavy 
while the tree was stim. It was a long and 
difficult job, but at last they got the body of 
the suicide down and examined it. very 
mark by which the man could be _ identified 
had been carefully cut away from his gar- 
ments and there were no papersin his pock- 
ets. He was dressed like a workingman and 
appeared tohea German. The body had 
apparently hung there all night. The police- 
men asked for instructions from the station 
and were told to take the body to. the Hyde 
pees mores. ved “hig there with their 

r + Wondering if the wagon was 
eceerees ” and what their next find would 
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he did so safely seems due more to good luck 
than to skill or abiliity. 

The Puritan started from Chicago shortly 
after 1 o'clock this afternoon with seventy- 
five passengers and some freight. It was 
commanded by Capt. Peter McGuigan. The 
storm was then almost at its height, but the 
steamer did not experience the full force of 
the seas until 8 o’clock, when fifteen or 
twenty milesonthe way. The crew says the 
sen was running higher than it had ever 
been experienced in midlake before, and the 
waves broke constantly over the boat. In 
order to offset the drifting to the southward 
the steamer was héaded to the north sev- 
eral miles, until finally it was put on the Mil- 
wuaukee course. About 6 o’clock the steam- 
er could be seen from shore several miles 
out in the lake making bad weather of it, 
and then it seemed impossible that it could 
make the harbor. 

Capt. McGuigan, however, thought dif- 
ferently and headed his boat for the piers. 
As it neared the shore huge seas swept en- 
tirely over it, and the vessel rolled terrifi- 
cally. As its head was turned to enter the 
piers a huge wave struck the Puritan and 
carried it over 400 feet south. Before it 
could be headed up to recover this lost space 
another huge sea struck the steamer and 
carried it still farther south. As the last 
huge mass of water struck the side it rolled 
the boat over so that it was feared the 
steamer would rollover. Then the boat was 
seen to strike on the bar. There it hung for 
fifteen minutes, rolling frightfully. Every 
sea boarded it and it was momentarily ex- 
pected the cabins would be washed from the 
deck. Heavy breakers were running over the 
piers and the scene was of the wildést ex- 
citement. 

Suddenly the Puritan righted itself, and, 
rolling heavily, stuck the bow in between 
the two piers. It struck the north pier 
heavily and bounding off crashed into the 
north pier. Hanging there for a minute, it 
drifted away, and being in comparative 
shelter was able to steam farther up the 
stream where it could get out lines to a dock. 

In [the cabin the utmost confusion reigned. 
The furniture had been wrecked and the pas- 
sengers were lying around in the agonies of 
seasickness, Between decks and in the hold 
the freight was scattered in ali directions, 
The passengers were as badly frightened as 
they| could be. They were shut up in the 
cabin all the way across, and when the boat 
struck the bar and began to pound they were 
momentarily expecting death. Each re- 
gards his escape as nothing short of a mir- 
acle. 

On| the bluffs overlooking the lake fully 
one-third of the population of St. Joe had 
assembled on hearing the news that the 
Puritan was in sight. There was the great- 
est excitement when the steamer struck the 
bar, and when it finally gained the shelter 
of the river the crowd shouted itself hoarse. 
There are not a few people who censure 
Capt. McGuigan for taking his boat out into 
the lake in a gale like that which prevailed 
today. Added to the danger of the storin 
every sailor knows St. Joe Harbor is the 
worst place to get into with a northwester 
blowing. This was the specter that haunted 
the late Capt. Stines of the Chicora, and he 
was often heard to say he most dreaded St. 
Joe Harbor of all the winter navigation 
perils. Capt. McGuigan had charge of the 
Puritan last summer when she entered St. 
Joe River at full speed one morning, cutting 
down a river ferry steamer and nearly sink- 
ing the steamer City of Chicago. 

Late tonight a white light could be sighted 
out in the lake and apparently distant about 
twelve miles. It is somewhat to the south- 
ward and appears and disappears as though 
it was on the mast of a boat that was rollin 
violently. The gale is extremely fierce on 
this shore tonight, and the life-savers are 
watching the light, which appears to be 
drifting south. ; 

A steam yacht about 85 feet long is re- 
ported having gone ashore in the storm five 

miles south of this city. The crew is report- 


Ved to have got safely to land. 


SAY THEY SAW A VESSEL CAPSIZE. 


Farmers Near Racine Tell a Startling Story 
Which Cannot Be Verified. 

‘Racine, Wis., May 13.—[Special.]—This 
afternoon two farmers residing five miles 
north of this city came in and reported to 
the Captain of the life-saving crew they had 
seen a vessel capsize three miles northeast 
of North Point and two miles out in the lake. 
They had watched the vessel laboring in the 
heavy sea for half an hour when it turned 
over. For half an hour while they were 
hitching a rig to come to the city they could 
see men clinging to the rigging. The life- 
boat was got in readiness, but the owners of 
the tug refused to send their boat out in the 
storm. Large crowds went to North Point 
and swept the lake with glasses, but could 
see nothing of the wreck. As the gale was 
blowing west of north it would blow off 
shore. Vesselmen believe it was a wood- 
laden craft that waterlogged and after cap- 
sizing went to pieces. The schooner Jason 
Parker is due at Racine with a cargo of 
wood and fears are felt for its safety. The 
schooner Stanton is in port, wind bound. 

Several farmers — story that a vee. 
sel capsized, and from their description there 
is a probability it was the schooner William 
Finch, which is lumber laden for this port 
and a few hours overdue. 

Sheboygan, Wis., May 13.—The schooner 
Quickstep went ashore at South Beach to- 
day in the heavy gale. The crew succeeded 

to the shore, but lost all their 
suffered much from exposure. 


Manistee, Mich., May 13.—The schooner 
Dayspring, bound. light for this port, an- 
chored in last night’s snow-storm five miles 
from -here. This morning the Captain and 
cook came ashore ina yawl, and the Captain 
walked here for assistance. A tug was en- 
gaged and the life saving crew went along 
to help raise the anchor of the schooner. 
The storm had burst with so much force by 
the time they got to the schooner that the 
crew had to slip the anchors and come on 
without them. The crew of the Dayspring 
suffered considerably from exposure before 
the boat reached port. 

Milwaukee, Wis., May 13.—|Special.]—A 
dispatch from South Milwaukee says ‘that at 
noon today a three-masted schooner in dis- 
tress was ‘sighted about five miles off that 
port sailing north. When opposite the Car- 
rollvi.le distillery the schooner gave a sudden 
lurch and capsized. The schooner came in 
toward the shore and five men were seen 
clinging to the rigging. Suddenly it disap- 
peared and was lost with all hands. The vil- 
lagers and farmers in the vicinity patrolled 
the beach, but none of the bodies or the 
wreckage was washed ashore, so it is 1mpossi- 
ble to learn the namé of the schooner. It is 
possible it ia the same wreck which was re- 
ported from Racine. 


GALE SEVERELY FELT ON THE LAKE. 


Few Vessels Venture Out to Fight Its 
Fury. 

The heavy northwest gale found few vessels 
out to fight against its fury. More especially 
at the head of the lake was this the case, for 
the arrivals of sailing vessels were few. There 
was no immense fleet trying to make the har- 
bor or lying at anchor off the city as is usual 
in heavy northerly gales. The storm was ex- 
ceedingly severe, however, and big steamers 
were forced to remain in port until it went 
down in the night. Yesterday morning a 
schooner was seen riding at her anchors off 
Evanston and making heavy weather of it as 
the storm increased, About noon it slipped 
its anchors and sailed for the Chicago River, 
aud was brought in by atug. It was theS tam- 
pea e, with lumber for South Chicago. Its 
Captain anchored in the thick weather during 
Sunday night, and when the gale came on he 
knew it was useless to try to make tne Calu- 
met River. 

About this time a big steamer, heavily 
laden, came in sight from the north and it 
went under the exterior breakwater for shel- 
ter. It was made out from the shore to be 
one of the Inter-Ocean Transportation com- 
pany’s fleet, bounti from Escapaba to South 
Chicago with iron ore. It was highly danger- 
ous for any craft to try to make South Chi- 
cago Harbor yesterday afternoon. The 
echooners J. V. Taylor and Otter, which left 
Sunday evening lignt for lumber, came flying 
back soon after the storm began and tied up 
in the river waiting for fair winds, 

At 3° o’clock yesterday afternoon a big 
three-master was seen coming up the lake fly- 
ing before the gale. A close reefed foresaii 
and a rag of canvas from its squaresail yard 
were the only sails set, and it came along like 
a big sailing yacht. As it rounded the break- 
water the tug Perfection tried to tow it into 
the river. The towline was passed suc zessful, 
but the powerful lake tug was unabie 
to hold the schooner’ against the 
gale, and both sagged off to leeward. 
The tug Mollie Spencer started to 
the Perfection’s assistance, but before it had 
reached the storm-driven boat the schooner 
had cast anchor and both tugs started back 
to the river, The tug Wiliam Dickinson 
went to the schooner, but it refused assist- 
ance and the Captain preferred to remain as 
he was. It was reported to be the Charlie 
Crawford, cedar laden, and last night had 
dragged at anchor, but was not in any danger 
at nightfall.

THEY WILL CONFER ABOUT SEALING, 


Meeting of Officials to Be Held in Wash- 
ington in October. 


Washington, D. C., Ma@y'13.—An arrange- 
ment has been effected between the United 
States and Great Britain in which October is 
set as the time for the assembling at Wash- 
ington of a commission to negotiate a treaty 
as to claims of sealers on account of Bering 
Sea seizures. Delegates will come from 
Canada to meet the authorities here. The 
substantial features of. the text of the new 
British regulations have been secured, Last 
year a rule was made that seaiers could 
goto Japan or other proxiinate territory, 
where a British Consul or other officer would 
seal up the ammunition, guns, etc., used in 
sealing. Vessels having their arms thus 
sealed up were allowed toremain in Bering 
Sea during the closed season, not subject to 
search and seizure. The British authorities 
have determined to abolish this rule. The 
abolition will not, it is said, permit the vioia- 
tion of the law against the use of armas, etc., 
in the closed season.

Judge Waterman Testifies Before the Sen- 
ate Investigating Committee. 

In response to a summons issued by the 
Senate committee which has been conduct- 
ing an investigation of department stores 
Judge A. N. Waterman testified yesterday 
at the Sherman House. The department 
store and its attendant features, he said, he 
regarded as a phase of the present indus- 
trial systém which evinced a rapid tendency 
toward the concentration of capital in the 
hands of the few. This state of affairs, in 
the witness’ opinion, was exceedingly per- 
nicious. The department store, he said, did 
not stand c'one in its demoralizing influ- 
ence upon the community in which it exist- 
ed. It was disastrous in that it lessened 
the number of employers and therefore in- 
creased the number of employés. “If the 
aim of civilization is to supply the com- 
munity with goods at the lowest possible 
cost,’’ said the Judge, ‘‘ then the department 
store is a success. If its aim is the promo- 
tion of happiness and virtue, then it is a 
failtire,”’ 

“In what country in which you have trav- 
eled have you observed better conditions 
than in our own?”’ was asked. 

‘*] will say that with reference to the in- 
dustrial problem Japan is ‘greatly in ad- 
vance of America and the countries of 
Europe. In that land it is unusual to finda 
merchant or manufacturer who employs 
more than a dozen men, and these are 
treated nearly as members of the former's 
family. The employés there look forward 
with a reasonable hope of succeeding their 
employers in business, and to my mind there 
is no question that the system is vastly pref- 
erable to our own. The poorer classes in 
Japan lead far-happier and more orderly 


Ives than do the corresponding classes of: 


America and Europe, and life and property, 
I should say, are five times as safe in Japan 
as here.”’

Mr. Guptill does not mind the scoffs 
and jeers of the people, but he says in about 
two weeks he will be like the man who 
laughs last. His house from top to base- 
ment is a wilderness of cranks, joints, 
braces, blue prints, drawings, models, and 
devices, most of which are useless, and all of 
which cost money. The range is from a dish- 
washer to a corn-sheller, both successful 
and widely used, with wrecks of useless 
trinkets designed to revolutionize the 
world in all branches of domestic and in- 


dustrial work.

The beams and 
braces, says this man of four score years 
and ten, have all the lightness of the bones 
of a pigeon, and the weight of the entire con- 
cern will be much less than that of the man 
who will collect the fares from the ‘‘Trans- 
continental andAerial Navigation company, 
L.imited.’’ 

This genius is one of the most interesting 
characters one could find in a day’s travel. 
He is a veritable modern Darius Green, a 
typical Yankee inventor with the inherited 
doggedness and persistency of the old-time 
Vermonter. He is no more discouraged by 
his thirty-five years of failure to work out 
his theory and the complete sacrifice of his 
large fortune, which has flown much more 
readily than his machine, than he is now 
certain that within a few years his name 
will be written in the lists of the famous 
abong with Watt, Edison, and Stephenson.

It was subsequently altered and ac- 
cepted, and Congress then authorized the is- 
suance of electrotypea of medals awarded to 
exhibiters at the Columbian Exposition, the 
intention being to affurd exhibiters the privi- 
lege of using them for publication or adver- 
tising purposes, 

From the following correspondence it will 
be observed that Congress neglected at the 
same time to makea suitabie appropriation 
for striking off the electrotypes, and that, 
therefore, the hapless exhibiters must not 
only do without the medals themselves, but 
also lose the advantuges which would accrue 
from an opportunity to utilize the eiectro- 
ty, es for advertising purposes, to which con- 
solation they wouid seem to be entitled. 
OThe following correspondence fairly il- 
lustrates the truth of the above observations: 

To the Bureau of Awards, the Columbian Ex- 
position, Washington, D. C.—Gentiemen: We 
understand that Congress has authorized the is- 
suance of electroty pes of medals awarded to ex- 
hibiters at the Columbian Exposition, and that 
these electrotypes can be used for publication.

But he only laughed, confident that 
in only a few days his dream would come 
true and he would again come into wealth 
and luxury. He was contented with his 
puny stock of material and started again to 
build his latest model. The result of the last 
three years he has just shown to his friends. 
He claims it is built upon scientific princi- 
ples, and it probably is, as Mr. Guptill can 
tell offhand how many square feet will 
carry a pound, the specific gravity of every 
metal, and all about the mysteries of the 
storage battery and a bird’s wing. ' 

It is necessary to see this machine in order 
to appreciate this. His plan now is to buiid 
them to take the place of the individual bi- 
cycle.

GOTO THIRD READING. 


HOUSE ADVANOES MEASURES DUR- 
ING SHORT MONDAY SESSION, 


Bills Are Moved Along Towards Final Ac- 
tion by the Lower Body of the Legisla- 
ture—Counties in the State Selecting 
Delegates to the Democratic Silver Con- 
vention=State Executive Committee 
Meets Today to Arrange the Prelimi- 
naries, 


Springfieid, Ill., May 18.—The House con- 
vened at 5 o’clock this afternoon with sixty 
members present. The Senate bill (Craw. 
ford’s) providing for the consolidation of cor- 
porations was read a second time and ad- 
vanced to third reading. 

The Speaker was authorized to appoint 
two assistant Eurolling and Engrossing 
Clerks, 

Mr. Challacombe secured a suspension of 
the rules to take up his bill amending the fish 
law. After the adoption of several minor 
amendments it was advanced to third read. 
ing. The bill prohibits the seining of fish 
from March 1 to Sept. 1 of each year: pro- 
hibits seining under ice; provides that the 
meshes.of seines shall be two inches square; 
and authorizes the Fish Commissioners to 
seize antl destroy the nets and seines of per- 
sons found violating the law. 

Mr. Miller cailed up his bill to abolish all 
costs, fees, and perquisites in cfiminal and 
quasi-criminal cases, and in presecutions for 
violations of city and village ordinances, and 
in all other cases in which fine or imprison- 
ment may follow conviction. 

Mr. Lowenthal moved to strike out the en- 
acting ciause of the bill, contending that it 
would deprive constables of their fees and 
would therefore deprive litigants of the serv- 
ices of constables. 

Mr. Miller explained that the bill had been 
drafted by Gov. Altgeld, who had given the 
matter a great deal of thought, and to abol- 
ish the fees of constables and Justices in such 
cases was one of the purposes of the bill. 
‘It isa well-known fact,’’ said Mr. Miiler, 
“that many Justices of the Peace in Chicago 
make more money than the Circuit Judges.” 

The motion to strike out the enacting clause 
was lost and the bill was advanced to third 
reading. 

Other bills, under a suspension of the rules, 
were called up and advanced to third reading 
as follows: 

Kelly’s bil making a laborer’s claim for wages 
due from any person or corporation becoming in- 
solvent a preferred claim; the Senate bill pro- 
viding that the indorser of a ‘negotiable instru- 
ment may be sued before or concurrently with 
the maker thereof, at the option of the plaintiff. 
Berry's bill, providing that railroads may pur- 
chase or lease connecting lines. Daugherty’s 
bill, to provide that notaries public shali be citi- 
zens of the United States. 

Mr. Berry, from the Committee on Judici- 
ary, nade a report recommending the pass- 
age of Mr. Cody’s bill, prohibiting barber 
shops from keeping open Sundays. It was 
read a second time and at the request of Mr. 
Cody was made a special order on second 
reading for Wednesday of this week. 


SELECTING THE SILVER DELEGATES, 


County Conventions Being Held to Pick 
Out Men for Springfield Convention. 

Fairfield, Iil., May 13.—[Specilal.|—A con- 
vention of the Democracy of Wayne County 
was held here today to select delegates to the 
silver convention. Very few of the delega- 
tions were full and four townships were not 
represented at all, The Committee on Reso. 
lutions brought in a lengthy report which 
declared in favor of unlimited free coinage 
at the ratio of 16 to 1. The delegates 
selected are: C. T. Taggart, H. H. Moore, E. 
C. Krammer, John Alexander Jr., Dr. G. 
Garrison, J. A. Caivin, and John Marvel. A 
number of the more conservative Democrats 
here believe in bimetallism, but the free coin- 
age fellows had everything their own way in 
che convention today.

Temporary officers will 
probably be agreed upon and subcommittees 
to make the preliminary arrangements for 
the convention.

JULY ADVANOES ALMOST INSTANT- 
LY ONE AND A QUARTER OENTS. 


Shorts Surprised at the Strength Shown=— 
They Broke the Market on the Heavy 
Shipments to EuropeeCash Business 
Contributes to the Late Firmness=Re- 
ceipts of Corn are Liberal, but Quota- 
tions Are Held by Wheat —Oats Easy 
and Provisions Extremely Pull. 

The star feature of the wheat market yes- 
terday was the advance in the July future 
from: 638%c to 654c, all within five minutes. 
It occurred about the middie of the session 
and indicated the inherent strength of the 
market. No one had any entirely satisfact- 
ory theory with which to account for the 
sudden change. The local crowd had been 
bearish from the start and the whirl in 
prices was more of a surprise, as July wheat 
had been sold down to 63%c on what looked 
like the most bearish kind of news. ,The 
ghipments of wheat to Europé last week 
amounted to fully 10,000,000 bu. Russian 
shipments were 5,200,000 bu, Argentine I,- 
600,000 bu, and of the American shipments 
only 1,500,000 bu were from the Atlantic 
coust. The amount on passage increased 
2,240,000 bu, while the English visible in- 
créased 700,000 bu. The opening of the 
market was easy, July selling down from 
644.c bid to 64c. During the early part of 
the day Brosseau was a heavy seller and Mm 
following him the crowd got short. Gifford 
and Logan were liberal buyers. The mar- 
ket had worked up above the opening price 
and. was fairly steady when the visible 
statement was posted. The . visible 
decrease was 2,543,000 bu, cutting the total 
quantity in sight down to 58,623,000 bu, as against 
59,628,000 bu the same time last year. Even this 
decrease, which; with that of the previous week, 
rounds out a reduction of over 6,000,000 bu, did 
not satisfy the people who had figured on 3,000;00u 
bu or over. The amount on passage came out and 
settied -it for the bears. They sold the market 
dowh to Kc, and before they could cangratulate 
themselves on their success it. had rallied 11,@ 
lke. Sehwartz-Dupee came in as a buyer on the 
break, afid their buying, with that of Logan & Co., 
cleared the pit of offerings and made it practically 
impossible for shorts to cover. Not only were the 
chronic bears caught, but the bulls who had sold 
out for a turn had a graphic illustration of the 
sirength of the market. July wheat eased offa 
little after the flurry, but on reports of good cash 
business and on outside buying sold up to 65144c and 
closed at 65%%c. The weather reports did not ap- 
pear to cut much figure, but the damage by in- 
sects is no doubt causing considerable outside buy- 
ing. One of the features of the market is the ease 
with which offerings of wheat are absorbed. It 
suggests a revival of speculative interest and buy- 
ing by people who are influenced by local and do- 
_mestic factors and are not pinning their faith to 
an export demand. Primary receipts were 301,000 
bu, shipments 513,000 bu, and export clearances 
in wheat and flour 182,000 bus Receipts in the 
Northwest were 237 cars, as against 286 the same 
day last year. St. Louis received 58,000 bu, but 
all-of this but 5 cars was from Chicago. Toledo 
receipts were also chiefly from here. Local re- 
ceipis were posted at 20 cars and 11,000 bu by 
canal, against liberal withdrawals from store 
amounting to 197,000 bu. There was considerable 
activity in the local cash market. May wheat was 
in good demand in the pit at %@ic under July 
price. Milne loaded 130,000 bu of No. 2 red wheat 
«for Buffalo, and Harper sold 120,000 bu for which 
freight room was engaged on the line boats. 
Something like 400,000 bu of wheat was sold in 
milling lots. According to rumors which were 
current during the latter part of the day a much 
lurger business was done, but it was not confirmed 
by charter announcements. Samples were \%c 
higher than Saturday. No grade sold at 54@55c, 
No. 3 red at 63449763%c, No. 2 red at 65c, No. 3 
hard at 61%c, and No. 2 hard at 63@63%c. It was 
reported that the Alton road has arranged to 
move 400 cars of wheat to St. Louis. 

St. Louis dispatches told of tle small stocks 
there and said that a movement of wheat from 
here would be welcome. Total visible stocks at 
St. Louis are less than 1,400,000 bu, and at Toledo 
only 617,000 bu. The heavy stocks here will soon 
disappear if all the interior winter wheat milling 
points are compelled to draw their supplies from 
Chicago. The idea that the consumption of winter 
wheat on farms where it was produced finds 
more adherents as the visible supply goes down 
under a domestic demand. Liverpool was quoted 
steady with moderate demand for spot wheat. 
Red winter was 4d higher; futures were 4@%d 
higher. Antwerp was lower by 1%c, Paris was !c 
higher, and Berlin %@ic higher.

FRUITS AND OTHER PRODUCE, 


Trade Apprehensive of Damage to Fruits 
and Vegetables—Eggs Easy. 

South Water street merchants who deal in fruits 
and vegetables were a trifle blue over the crop 
outlook yesterday. Up to last Friday night the 
prospect for fruits in nearly all of the districts 
tributary to Chicago was the finest known in 
years, but the sudden change ih the weather has 
put a different complexion on the situation, and 
the trade here may have only half a crop to handle. 
The attention of commission men was turned 
chiefly to Michigan, and late in the afternoon it 
was said that if the wind kept up the fruit of that 
State would practically be safe. From Wisconsin 
advices received on the street told of severe dam- 
age and fully confirmed the press dispatches of 
the morning. The cranberry crop especially has 
suffered. Reports from Illinois were not so dis- 
couraging. Strawberries are pretty well along, 
and the fruit trees were not severely hurt except- 
ing in isolated localities. The potato crop is ina 
very critical state. It is feared that developments 
will show considerable damage in Wisconsin, and 
merchants were still more fearful of what the 
weather might prove to be last night. -The wind 
was reported to be whipping tender garden prod- 
ucts all over Illinois and Michigan. In spite ofr 
the damage reports the strawberry market was 
weak, but it was on account of heavy arrivals, in 
all 47 cars. Good to choice potatoes on track were 
in better demand, but prices did not improve. 
Eggs ruled easier under.a plentiful supply. Fancy 
creamery butter was inclined to firmness, with 
other grades barely steady.

WHEAT MARKET IN THE NORTHWEST. 


Decrease of a Quarter Million Bushels in 
the Elevators. 

Minneapolis, Minn., May 13.—The Market. Rec- 
ord says there was a decrease of 246,000 bu of 
wheat last week in country elevators, leaving 
now 4,225,000 bu in storage. Private elevators in 
Minnesota contain 172,000 bu, showing a decrease 
of 17.000 bu for the last week in private houses 
and a decrease of 416,000 bu in public houses. The 
amount of wheat marketed by farmers in the in- 
tcrior of Minnesota and the two Dakotas last week 
is estimated at about 600,000 bu, or 100.000 bu 
daily, which is considerably more than it was sun- 
posed would be moved at this time in May. The 
tcetal supply of wheat in store in the Northwest, 
including Minneapolis regular and private houses, 
Duluth in store, and country elevators supplies, 
is 20,933,000 bu, which is nearly 5,000,000 bu more 
than was contained in the same places one year 
ago. Elevator people are-closing up their houses 
in 2 large portion of these three States. while 
farmers in e remainder have considerable vet to 
sell that will keep houses open in such localities 
most of the summer.

BOOM IN THE STOOK MARKET HESI- 
- ATES FOR THE MOMENT, ~ 


Cable and Elevated Stocks Were Lower= 
Sharp Advance and Much Activity in 
Calumet DockeWork Commences on 
Universal Gas PlanteBrewery Agree- 
ment Not Yet Made — Metropolitan 
Crosses the River Tomorrow—Masonic 
Temple Annual Meeting. 


The boom hesitated yesterday. Quotations 
for the cable stocks went off, but the general] 
decline of the market was hardly enough to 
be called a reaction. While some prices 
were lower there were sharp advances in 
other directions. The strength of Straw- 
board and Calumet Dock was enough te 
offset the heaviness of the cables and the 
elevated stocks. West Chicago opened just 
where it closed Saturday, at 124%. It 
dropped as low as 123%, but there were 
plenty of buyers at the decline, and their 
number was rather greater than the supply 
Quotations went back to a firm close at 
1244, leaving a net loss of %.

Yesterday it 
jumped nearly into the front rank in point 
of activity, and quotations sivandes sharp- 
ly. The stock sold up to 65, which is the 
highest point it has reached in ayear. The 
closé was within \ of the top. Floor rumors 
credited the rise to the formation of 
a pool among some of the brokers. 
But floor rumors are not the most 
trustworthy. American Strawboard was also de- 
cidedly sirong. It sold as high as 36 both regular 
and for account, and closed at S5'4. There are 
traders in the stock who are convinced that an 
agreement between all the strawboard manufact- 
urers has been practically settied, but no official 
confirmation of that can be had. 

The elevated stocks were du} and a shade low- 
er. Lake Street sold down to 14% and closed at 15. 
Rapid Transit declined from 12% to 11% and closed 
atl2. There were no sales of Metropolitan securi- 
tles. The stock is 17 bid and 67% was bid for the 
bonds. Wednesday is set as the day for the Metro- 
politan to cross the river. Some of the other 
lines will be opened this week for operation and

der. 

The brewery agreement has not yet been com- 
pleted.. The prospects seem good for a successful 
termination of the negotiations.

The Universal Gas company yesterday began 
work on its 10,000,000 feet plant. The company 
has been delayed for several weeks in getting pos-

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It is a comparatively easy matter to discern 
insuch a meiodtama as ** The Cotton King’”’ 
at McVicker’s the temperament of the Lon- 
don -audiences for whose delectation it was 
especially written. Here is a play which 
**hoids, as t’were, the mirror up to nature” 
in an altogether different sense from that in- 
tended by the bard in his address to the play- 
ers. The peop!e who occupy Manager Mc- 
Vicker’s comfortable piush chairs can readily 
imagine who are the denizens of the pit at the 
London Adelphi whose tastes Sulton Vane 
had in mind when he strung together the 
hurtling sentiments of ** The Cotton King.”’ 

Strong color is the first and foremost de- 
mand of a popular London audience—not 
delicate pigments from the camel’s hair 
brush of the artist, but vivid hues which drip 
from the trowel of the artisan. Ingenuity 
and a fine sense of the fitness of things are 
matters of secondary importauce, and conse- 
quently English melodrama makers, com- 
pared with our own, are neither ingenious nor 
finely consistent. The difference between the 
plays of foreign and native make written to 
satisfy a given temperament and taste is the 
difference between the obtuseness of English 
audiences of the lower middle class and the 
keen perceptions of the same class in this 
country. But in Sutton Vave and his English 
craftsmen the color sense is better developed. 

It is in this respect that the play now at 
McVicker’s—it is better than ‘The Span of 
Life,” ** Humanity,’’ and others of its class— 
is interesting. Technically it is built upon 
the old, time-worn model and the ramitica- 
tions of its story are as conventional as if 
they were drawn witha compass and rule; 
but its contrasts are sharp, its sentiments are 
robust, and its action is vigorous. When the 
scenic clouds begin to lower in Act IL. itisa 
matter of.course that the hero, who is happy 
in ‘a new love, is about to settle in the meshes 
ot prearranged viliainy. The villain is good- 
looking, the hero is manly, and the heroine is 
hysterical. Under these conditions it matters 
littie that the characters continue their con- 
versution in the open air without inconven- 
ience or discomfort while rain and thunder 
and ligiutning men are creating a hubbub be- 
hind the scenes. Then comes the rainbow 
and with it the wordsof the heroine (such 
words in Adelphi melodrama are always 
spoken with a rainbow accompaniment): 
** Never mind, John, I gave you my love in 
prosperity—in trouble it will be doubly 
yours.”’ 

Act II. opened with @ picnic scene beside a 
river. The purposes were the usual ones—to 
display scenery and permit the introduction 
of speciaities. The scenery was good and the 
speciaities inight have been had not Arthur 
Moulton, who played the inevitabie aggres- 
sive cockney mill hand, iatroduced a song 
about living pictures which was disgracefully 
suggestive and in the worst possible taste. 
Then came more villainy. The hero was ac. 
cused of wronging a factory girl. The guilty 
party was the accuser, who, of course, was 
the villain. Presently the hero was charged 
with theft by ——, the accuser, and the thief 
can be easily guessed. 

Act III. found the hero in America, whither 
he had been sent on a mission by his employ- 
ers. The villain bad foilowed him, placed 
him in theshadow of a breach of trust. locked 
him up in an insane asyium, and returned to 
marry bis sweetheart, the heroine. She re- 
fuses and then cores a strong bit-which is 

worthy of a better piay. Shuillinglaw, a dis- 
charged workman and a drunkard, whose 
famiiy is ill with contagious disease, is urged 
by the villain to expose the heroine, the min- 
istering ange! of the cominunity, to the mal- 
ady. is struggle between right and wrong 
and his decision for the right was on the part 


ing. 
| Act IV, was the climax of the endeavors, 
not only of the hero and heroine, but of the 
playwright and property man aswell. It 
represented a cotton miil in full operation—

CHORUS IN A HUFF. 


WOMEN MEMBERS REFUSE TO AP.- 
PLAUD MELBA AT INDIANAPOLIS. 


They Seek to Punish the Prima Donna at 
the Opening of the Musical Festival for 
a Fancied SlighteShe More than Evens 
Up the Score Later in the Evening=The 
Hall Crowded and Many People from 
Chicago Present—Audience Wildly En- 
thusiastic. 

Indianapolis, Ind., May 13.—[Special. ]— 
No such first night audiences have ever been 
seen in Indianapolis as that which attended 
the opening of the seventh annual music 
festival in Tomlinson MHall tonight. 
The seating capacity had been sold out 
last week. Visitors from out of townto the 
number of 500 more than had been expected 
arrived today and 300 chairs were added. 
These were bought up an hour after being 
piaced un sale. Standing room for nearly 
1,000 more was sold after the doors opened 
tonight. 

When the Boston festival orchestra struck 
up the “Egmont” overture there were 
nearly 4,000 peuple in the hali, which 
is the greatest auditorium in Indiana. 
Mme. Melba was the great card for the 
firat night and people were present from 
Indiana cities for 100 miles around. The 
first concert was marked by an unfortunate 
incident which the committee fears will result 
in no little criticism on the festival chorus 
under Conductor Franz X. Arens. Mme. 
Melba was on the program for a duet with 
the baritone, Max Heinrich. and the chorus to 
sing selections from ‘‘ The Creation.”’ Today 
Mme, Melba declined to sing with the chorus 
and substituted Arditi’s waltz song, * Lese- 
ran Rose.’’ When she went to the hail! for 
rehearsal the chorus was present and Mme, 
Melba refused to rehearse until all had re. 
tired. This, added to what the chorus singers 
believed to bea reflection on their ability in 
declining to sing with them, raised a atorm. 
They held a. meeting outside the hall 
and conspired to give Mme. Melba 
a frost tonight by refusing to applaud. Ac- 
cordingly when the cantatrice made her first 
entrance to sing the bird song from 
‘* L’ Allegro Il Penseroso,” by Handel, Mme. 
Melba failed to get a *‘hand”’ from the wom- 
en in the.chorus, Part of the male chorus re- 
fused to enter the conspiracy. 


Women in the Chorus Mute. 


After the famous closing cadenza of the 
bird song, which was rendered by the diva 
with thrilling effect, the great audience was 
convulsed with the wildest applause. Men 
shouted and women cheered. Mme. 
Melba was called back and  hand- 
some floral tributes showered on her, 
as it was the great singer’s first appearance 
in this city. Each time, however, as the 
diva bowed and smiled and turned to 
the chorus with her gracious  recogni- 
tion she beheld the male members waving 
their music and cheering, while the women 
sat mute as the congregation at a funeral. 
Five times the prima donna was called back 
and each time as she turned to bow to 
the chorus the women gave no more sign of 
life than if they had been 200 dummy figures 
dressed in tulle and flowers. 

News of the conspiracy had become noised 
about and the audience quickly took in the 
situation and became ail *he more demon- 
strative. After a sixth reca/.; to which Mme. 
Melba responded by repeating the bird- 
song cadenza she inquired the cause of the 
slight on the partsof the chorus and made 
some remarks that need not be repeated. 
She. however, decided to pay off the chorus 
women. She closed the first part of the program 
with the ** Traviata’ aria ‘* ah fors e lui.” 
This was received by the audience with the 
same furious appiause as had been her first 
number, while the chorus women again re- 
fused to be moved. 


Melba Makes the Score Even, 


With what seemed to be deliberate malice 
the prima denna turned to the male nembers 
ot the chorus, who were wild in their appre- 
ciation, and bowed and smiled in her 
most gracious manner, but utterly ig- 
nored the women. The men_ stood 
up and shouted, and Mme. Melba 
threw them double-handed kisses and then 
glided from the stage, passing the women 
without so much asa look or bow. The 
counter was thoroughly appreciated by the 
large audiente and became the gossip of the 
assemblage during the remainder of the con- 
cert, 

The chorus this year is reaily an excellently 
drilled body of singers, the best by far that 
has ever been seen at the music festival here, 
and the tilt with Mme. Melba is a 
cause for regret on the part of the public. 
Next to Mme. Melba the hit of the 
evening was Mr. William H. Sherwood, the 
Chicago pianist, who played the concerts in a 
minor opus 16 by Grieg, the three selec- 
tions being Allegro Soderate: Adagio, 
and Allegro Marcato, Max Heinrich 
sang the Mozact Aria from *“* The Marriage of 
Figaro’’; Mrs. Jennie Patrick Wa ker sang 
the duet from *The Creation”? with Max 
Heinrich, which Mme. Meiba refused to take. 


SOUTH CHICAGO STRIKERS ARE BEATEN. 


Illinois Steel Company's Works Now in 
Full BlasteLabor Notes. 

The strike at the mills of the Illinois Steel 
company is over. Ali the blast furnaces the 
company can use are running. Since the in- 
ception of the strike a wéek ago the men who 
struck have not gained a point. The Ameri- 
can Railway Union has disowned them and 
the Illinois Steel company has filled their 
places. There are now 2,400 men at work 
in the mills. The full force is 3,500. : The 
difference between these figures represents 
the number of men which will be put to 
work as soon as the bankud down furnaces 
can be shaken up. Notastriker will be taken 
back.

St. Louis, Mo., May 13.—The third attempt 
to destroy life and property in connection 
with the strike at the Tudor Iron works was 
made at an early hour today at Sixth street 
and Trendiey avenue, East St. Louis. when 
some one huried a dynamite bomb at the 
premises of Henry Viets, a German who con- 
ducts a saloon and boarditig house in which 
are quartered thirty-one of the non-union 
einpioyés, Nobody was killed or injured but 
the building was badly damaged. “ 

Pittsburg, Pu., May 13.—The Vesuvius 
iron works has granted the workmen in all 
departments the Amaigamated scale. The 
increases range from 10 to 15 ver cent. The 
men in the Valley mill were also given the 
union rate, and they returned to work. The 
strike at the Union, Iron Steel company 
works was ceclared off.

MOSCH’S STORY HIT ON ALL SIDES. 


Perhaps, After All, the Fellow Made a Play 
for Sympat y. 

William H. Musch may be a much perse- 
cuted man, but he is having whole lots of 
trouble getting people to believe it. Musch 
is the man who was found early Saturday 
morning near the tracks of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, and St. Paul railroad near the 
North Leavitt street crossing. It was at 
first given out that he was found lying 
Squarely across the tracks and that the 
rumble of a death-dealing freight train 
sounded in the-distance. Unfortunately for 
the beauty of the story of Musch, this isn’t 
true. Musch was found twelve feet away 
from a railway track along the lee side of a 
fence. It was also given out that Musch 
was bound hand and foot and that the cords

had eaten down to the bone, while his body 
bore terrible marks of ill-treatment. Hard 
facts deal unkindly with these little stories. 
There is one cut and two bruises on the body 
of Mr. Musch, and his feet were not tied at 
all. All the tying he got was around the 
wrists and that wasn’t tight enough to hurt. 
All that is the matter with Mr. Musch now is 
hysterics, say the doctors, and they call it 
imaginative hysteria at that. While every- 
one is ready to admit that his story by some 
last possibility may be true, it is irreconcil- 
able with ordinary facts. Musch says he 
wore the suit he disappeared in all the time 
he was imprisoned, and that none of his 
clothes were removed. As Musch is perfect- 
ly clean this statement does not exactly fit. 
He does not appear to have undergone any 
great privation, and his face does not look 
as if it had not seen the sun for three weeks. 
Added to it all is the painful fact that Mr. 
Musch has dane it before. In order to ex- 
tract sympathy from uncharitable relatives 
who said he was a humbug, Musch once had 
himself taken to a hospital and sent word to 
his friends that he was dying. On another 
occasion he hanged himself, but apparently 
misjudged his weight so much as to try the 
shuffle act with a piece of weak string. The 
only thing certain about Musch’s story is 
that he has been somewhere or other since 
April 23. It is also pretty certain that some 
one tied his hands together for him and in 
this connection the whereabouts of Nathan 
Pearce, No. 1030 Leavitt street, would be of 
interest. Nathan is the man who first found 
Musch and now the police would like to find 
Nathan. Joseph Von Rembow, who Musch 
says was one of the men who kidnaped him, 
was taken before Justice Severson yester- 
day morning. The case was continued. Von 
Rembow says he knows nothing of the tales 
of Musch and suggests he should change his 
name to Munchausen.

St. Louis, Mo., May 13.—Antonio Bein and 
Louis Budinich, natives of Hungary, who, left 
Buenos Ayres. capitol of the Argentine Repub- 
lic, Aug. 7, 1892, and who have tram the en- 
tire distance, arrived here today.

Tue public has been made _ thoroughly 
familiar with what Japan has gained and 
China has lost as the outcome of the recent 
war, but littie or nothing has been said of its 
effect upon Corea, the cause of the war.

In the face of all this, however, the Japanese 
have decreed many measures of reform, 
among thein equality of all persons before 
the law, the abolition of slavery, freedom of 
petition, payment of taxes in money instead 
of in kind, and the reorganization of the finan- 
ces, while the King has promised taxation by 
fixed laws, the regulation of the expenditures 
of government by receipts, the education each 
year in foreign schools of a certain number 
of Corean students, punishment of crime un- 
dera carefully prepared criminal code, and 
the appointment of officials from different 


classes of society. 
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NO COMPROMISE WITH GAMBLERS. 

Today the Senate wili vote on the passage 
of Senator Aspinwall’s bill, which allows 
pools to besold on any race track during a 
month’s racing. This is a concession which 
was offered early in the session, and which 
was rejected contemptuously by the pool 
sellers. They demanded ninety days instead 
of thirty, and unlimited liberty to sell all 
kinds of pools, and they got through the Sen- 
ate a bill giving them what they demanded. 

That bill is stillhung upin the House. 
Nevertheless, when the racing season began 
the pool sellers proceeded to violate openly 
the State law which makes their kind of 
gambling an offense ae well as other kinds. 
For breaking that law a number of them 
have been arrested, and moré will be if they 
do not stop. The Civic Federation will take 
care of them. 

This being the state of affairs this Aspin- 
wall bill should not get a solitary vote. There 
should be no weak attempt to compromise 
with men who refused to compromise. There 
should be no holding out ‘ne olive branch to 
professional law-breakers who have deliber- 
ately defied the authorities and public opinion. 
They should be left to the tender mercies of 
the courts and of the Civic Federation, which 
will keep uo the waron them in this county 
till the snow flies and longer if necessary. 

Even if the race-track gamblers were less 
lawless this bill should not be passed. Pool 
selling has been made an offense specifically. 
The law declaring it to be such is indorsed by 
public opinion now more strongly than on the 
day it was passed. For the Legislature to 
assert now that something which is confess 
edly evil at all places and at all times shall be 
permitted at certain places and for a certain 
length of time would be for it to stultify it- 
self. It might just as well’ say that it shall 
not.be unlawful to run afaro bank during the 
month of May in a specified part of the city. 

Iftoaccommodatesome unrepentant gam- 
blers the Legislature should pass this Aspin wall 
bill, the Supreme Court would declare it uncon- 
stitutional as soon agit had ap opportunity, 
which would be inabout a year. It would 
decide that the Legislature could not exempt 
from the operation of the criminal law. men 
who broke the laws on race tracks and could 
not make them cities of refuge for gamblers. 

For a few months, however, the pool-sellers 
would carry on their trade with apparent 
legal sanction. During those months they 
would pluck a great many fools and take in 
a great deal of money. Knowing it would be 
their last harvest they would plunder right 
and left. Are there many Senators who are 
willing to vote for the Aspinwall bill just in 
order to give the pool-sellers a year’s grace 
and a good many thousands of dollars? That 
will be its sole effect. 


IN WHAT “ THE CRIME” CONSISTED. 

The father of ‘**Coin’’ and the anostie of 
silver monametallism who came here in the 
employ of the silver kings of Montana got 
terribly muddlea in his effort to reply to tne 
question by THz Trirpunz why he made the 
reckless assertion that ‘the crime” act of 
A873 destroyed halt the redemption money 
of the United States. He cannot deny that 
up to 1873 the United States mints had 
coined nearly 817 miilions in gold money 
and little more than eight millions in silver 
doliars, while all our subsidiary silver had 
ceased to be legal tender for sums greater 
than five dollars twenty years prior to the 
much abused act of 1873. In claiming that 
it abolished half the redemption money of 
this country he told a gross and palpable 
falsehood. 

The ‘terrible crime” of 1873 destroyed 
no redetnption money in the United States, 
for none of the smal! number of silver dollars 
previously emitted from the mints were then in 
circulation. The act simply dropped from the 
list of coins the silver dollars which did not 
circulate and which experience had shown 
would not circulate. The silver miners were 
not sending any of their silver to the mints, 


.for the very sufficient reason that they could 


get more for it by selling it elsewhere. But 
they now see that if the act of 1873 had not 
been passed the value of the currency unit 
would have deciined by successive stages to 
less than half its value in that year. They 
understand that with the cheapening proc- 
esses subsequently introduced they would 
have been able to sell their silver at a great 
advance over the cost of production, so long 
as the parity was preserved, and that after- 
wards they would have had an almost steadily 
declining value for the dollar, the result be- 
ing a continuous swinaling of the peopie by 
all who were able to take advantage of the 
downward movement in the value of money 
and the corresponding upward movernerct in 
prices as measured in the ever depreciating 
currency. ; 

The process is easy to be understood by any 
one who isold enough to remember how 
some fortunes were amassed during the war 
of the rebellion. It was well described in 
sarcastic vein by Petroleum V. Nasby in 
July, 1879. It is to buy goods and real 
estate on credit, and get rich on the differ. 
ence between the value of the money at the 
time the debt is incurred and the time the 
payment becomes due. Buy pronerty for 
10,000 of the dollars which are worth 90 
cents each at the time of purchase. If the 
dollar shrinks to 70 cents by the time the 
money is due the property then will be worth 
$13,000 in the depreciating currency, though 
not salable ata single dollar advance as re- 
ferred to the gold basis, The $3,000 is profit. 
The operation repeated often enough will 
make a man rich, even though his gains be 
reduced to the -gold basis. The theory is 
(page 96 of a Crank’s Financial School) that 
** if the quantity of money is large the totai 


money units.” It follews from this that the 
more money “ the merrier,” and the cheaper 
the money the more there must be of it till 
the thing breaks down of its own weight, as 
was the case with the paper money of Argen- 
tina in recent years and with the financial 
bubble that was blown in Australia about the 
same time. 

The silver miners did not understand in 
1873 that there would have been for them 
these magnificent possibilities but for the act 
of Congress of which they row coniplain. 
Hence they did not then makeany noise about 
it. Only since the tremendous cheapening in 
the cost of producing silver has worked its 
legitimate consequence in juwering the price 
do they denounce that act of 1873 as “a 
terrible crime.”’ In doing so they prove 
that they belong to the class the members of 
which want to seize every opportunity to get 
rich though at the cost of fearful disaster to 
all the rest cf the community. And they have 
the supreme gal! fo denounce an act which 
saved the people from their clutches, wh ch 
prevented ther from borrowing the savings 
of the wage earners and paying the indebted- 
ness in money worth far less than that the 
workers had put into the savings bank, Their 
rage is of a piece with that of the robber who 
finds that he could have looted a bank or a 
store but for the adoption of certain measures 
which kept him from breaking into the build- 
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THE BOOM IN W4LL STREET. 

The stock markets were active and strong 
last week under a brisk demand by investors 
ana speculators. The greatest activity and 
strength were displayed in New York, the 
movement there amounting to a regular 
‘* boom.” and it seemed to be mostly because 
foreign investors-~were buying back some of 
the securities they had so!d while the money 
markets were panicky, It is reported that 
the low rates of interest in England and the 
shaky character of securities offered from 
some other lands have made British holders 
of surplus capital turn with renewéd favor to- 
ward “‘Americans.” Of course this change 
of sentiment is in very large part due to the 
greater confidence in thé stability of our cur- 
rency since the bond issue of last February 
was placed by the government. The foreign- 
ers know that the free silver agitation is kept 
up by the extremists here, but they also see 
that the drain of gold from our National 
Treasury stopped the instant that the terms 
cf the bond contract were made known and 
has not been renewed since then. They hear 
that business is reviving in the United States 
and naturally expect the return of industrial 
activity will be accompanied by a dying out 
of the free silver craze, especially as they are 
well aware that the Executive at Washington 
is sound on the financial question and that the 
position is indorsed by the business-men of 
the Nation. So they are buying back at least 
a part of what they had sold previously and 
are willing to pay higher prices when that is 
necessary to the filling of their. purchasing 
orders. . 

The buoyancy of this speculative movement 
may be inferred from the bank statement for 
last week. As compared with the same time 
last year.the New York clearings increased 
86.5 per cent, while those for all the other 
cities named in the table averaged only 10.6 
per cent increase, and the clearings on New 
York City alone were not far from 60 per 
cent of the total for the nearly eighty points 
included in the statement. The industrial 
gain reflected in the figures is a substantial 
one, but for the other it may well be asked if 
the gait is not recklessly rapid, including no 
small amount of desperate gambling in a 
procession the hindmost. members of which 
will, sooner or later, be caught by his Satunic 
Majesty. It would be correctly in line with 
tne experiences of former years if many of 
those who buy at the inflated prices find they 
have been playing a josing game. But also it 
is in line with those experiences to havea 
wild awakening from the speculative dullness 
and weakness of the last two years, ‘There 
almost always isa ho‘ding off on the part of 
the mass till the operations of the few 
shrewder ones have carried the market up. 


- Then the crowd thinks it is time to buy, and 


generaliy does so from the men who have 
purchased earlier, the shrewd ones taking in 
their profit and watching calmly the mad rush 
to purchase what once was described as ‘the 
milk after the cream has been skimmed off.”’ 

A good advance in prices and increase ia 
activity legitimately were to be looked for, 
but it is hard to see that the conditions justi- 
fied the tornado violence of the excitement 
witnessed in Wall street last week. Natural- 
ly when the thing is badly overdone there will 
bea violent reaction in which heavy losses 
will be suffered by those who bought ator 
near the top of the wave. Those who are 
tempted to buy at the advance ought to con- 
sider the earning power of the properties in 
which they are tempted to invest and not get 
too far away from that basis. The buying of 
properties which are overcapitalized and 
bonded always ought to bs done cautiously 
and conservatively, if at all: and these are 
precisely the class of ‘ properties’’ which 
are rushed to the front in times of excite- 
ment for unioading on the “ lainbs’”’ of Wall 
street and elsewhere. 


CRIMINAL LAW REFORM. 

A New York Police laspector was indicted 
for extorting $50 from a man. As the 
method of getting juries in New York is 
about the same as that in vogue in Illinois it 
took three weeks to get twelve jurors. The 
saine idiotic and perplexing questions were 
put to the jurors that are put to them in this 
city, in order to rule out competent mien or 
to give them an opportunity to declare thein. 
selves disqualified. The lawyers for the de- 
fense were so far successful that they got 
two men on the jury who, in spite of the 
manifest guilt of the Inspector, stood out for 
acquittal and made another trial necessary. 

This New York incident reminds Tue 
Trisune of the fact that there have been bills 
before the Legislature for some time to 
modify the crimimal law practice in this State, 
so that juries can be obtained promptly, as 
in States like Massachusetts, and so that 
those juries when obtained shall not be made 
up of men whose only qualification is that 
they knew nothing about a case before it 
vame to-trial, who have not the brains to 
understand the evidence when it does come 
to trial before them, and who are rather more 
likely to vote for an acquittal than a convic- 
tion, no matter how strong the evidence for 
the State may be. 

The jury system in this State is detestable, 
especially in this city, where its vicioueness is 
seen most plainty. Bad laws, and bad rulings 
of the Supreme Court, which it will not 
modify, have made the administration of 
justice a mockery. Every member of the 
Legislature from this county must know that 
that is the case. Were any Chicago Police 
luspector or Captain to be tried next month 
for blackmailing or some similar offense it 
would take a month to get a jury, and that 
jury—no matter how strong the evidence— 
would not agree on a verdict. 

Yet no member from this county or from 
any other part of the State seems to be pay- 
ing the slightest attention to a single one of 
the criminal law reform bills, although ali of 


» them ought to be pasaed. Time is being 


wasted over measures which are of little or 
no importance, If the Legislature has time 


give the people a decent jury system. The 
Genera! Assembly does not seem to be will- 
ing to adjourn at the end of this month, and 
proposes to sit through June. No one will 
object to that if it makes a good use of that 
month by taking hold of the criminal law 
practice and makimg it worthy of a civilized 


people. 


THE DAWN BREAKING IN THE SOUTH. 

The free silverites have claimed and have 
believed that the South was theirs. They 
never have admitted that there was any hoh- 
est money sentiment there, except to a limit- 
ed extent in a few of the large cities. 
have exulted over nearly solid Congressional 
dejegations {rom the Southern States, and have 
boasted that the election of 1896 would make 
them unaoimous. 

During the last few weeks, however, it has 
become apparent that the free silverites un- 
derrated grossly the strength of their oppo- 
nents in that part of the country, and made 
no allowance whatever for the educational 
work which has been going on. Those South. 
erners who do not believe in 50-cent dollars 
have come to the conclusion that it. is time 
for themn to assert themselves, and they are 
doing so vigorously. 

The leading business-men of the South saw 
the ruinous consequences of free silver from 
the beginning. The retail merchants in the 
small towns and villages did not make up 
their minds as promptly, but they have done 
so finally, and have come tothe conclusion 
that to adopt the doctrines of Coin’s Finan- 
cial Fool will mean disaster to themseives, 
and also to the planters who are their custom- 
ers. Therefore there are now in every South- 
ern community intelligent men who are 
standing up boldly in increasing nuinbers for 
honest money. They feel that they have re- 
mained silent too long and that it is time for 
them to act on the offensive. 

The Honest Money convention to be held at 
Memphis next week, which will be attended 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, wil) be com- 
posed largely of representatives of commer- 
cial organizations of Southern cities. This is 
one sign that the South is beginning to wake 
up. A more important one is the approach- 
ing split of the Texas Democracy on the sil- 
ver question. Texasis the Empire State of 
the South. It has been assumed that it was 


fanatically devoted to free silver, and that 


there were no honest money Democrats in 
that most Democratic of States. Suddenly it 
appears that a considerable number—though 
not a majority—of the members of the Legis- 
lature are for 100-cent dollars, and are going 
to tight for them with quite as much determi- 
nation as the free silverites are contending 
for their 16 to 1 ratio. 

The prospects are that the Democratic party 
in the State will be rent in twain. For the 
genuine, honest money Democrats, while a 
minority of the party as yet,-will not submit 
to the majority when it is supporting a die- 
honest, destructive policy. They will nom.- 
nate their own candidates and not support 
those of the Populist wirg of the party. They 
may be defeated at first, but they will triumph 
in the end, All that is needed to secure them 
a victory finally in Texas and other Southern 
States is discussion. Hitherto the free coin- 
age people have done all the talking. They 
have had the field entirely to themseives. 
That will be the case no longer. The honest 
money men will take the stump, appeal to 
the common sense of the people, show up the 
lies o*Coin’s Financia! Fool, and bring back 
to a belief in sound currency those whom he 
led away. ‘The South will be all right in 
time, 


GUESSING WHAT THEODD MAN WILLSAY 

The final decision of the Supreme Court re- 
garding the income tax law will not be an- 
nounced by it before next Monday. Between 
then and now the currespondents, who have 
not much else todo, can amuse themselves 
by conjecturing what Justice Jackson thinks 
and therefore whut the court will decide, for 
he has the casting vote. So all hisactions are 
being watched closely, and from whatever he 
does conclu;ions are drawa as to his position, 
If he happens to converse with associates who 
are knownto bein favor of sustaining the 
law it is assumed that he is on their side, If 
he exchanges a word with a Justice who is op- 
posed to it the inference is drawn that he is 
against it also. 

The majority of the guessers are of the 
opinion that Justice Jackson has voted to sus- 
tain the constitutionality of the law, at least 
aa far asa tax on income derived from per- 
sonal property is concernei. Whether he has 
voted to uphold the law after it has been 
einasculated by exempting from taxation in- 
come derived from real estate is not stated, 
Ge might vote in the affirinative on one ques- 
tion and in the negative on the others It has 
been reported that tne President would prefer 
to have the whole law upset if a considerable 
portion of it isto be—if, as is alleged, it 
will produce only about ten millions after 
real estate incomes have been exempted. 

In addition to these guesses as to the de- 
cision there are also conjectures as to what 
will be done after it has, been announced, 
Those who think the law will be sustained as 
far as incomes from personal property are 
concerned say that as soon as Congress meets 
a bill will be introduced to repeal the law and 
that it will be put through the House without 
delay. Doubtless the President would sign 
sucha bill willingly, especially if provision 
were made at the same time for obtaining for 
the government the revenue it needs, , 

Those who think the decision will be ad- 
verse to the law say that the Attorney-Gener- 
al will aid its friends in drawing up a new 
one to be introduced in the House next 
winter. He nced not take that trouble, If 
the court should hoid that an income tax is a 
direct tax then it will be beyond the power of 
Congress to levy an income tax. If the 
court says that the law is null and void be- 
cause, while incomes from personal property 
can be taxed those from real estate cannot 
be and thata law seeking to tax only the 
former will be constitutional, Congress will 
refuse to pass such a law. 


EveRYTHING is quiet at South Chicago, al- 
though the Illinois Steel company is resum- 
ing operations without making concessions to 
rioters. There were about 3,000 men at 
work yesterday. But for the prompt and 
energetic action of the police last week not 
one of those men would be at work now. A 
small squad of organized rioters reinforced 
by the loafers of the community would have 
kept the 3,000 employés out of the shops, 
though they did not want to strike, and their 
employers did not want to lock* them out. 
The way to deal with a riot is to crush it at 
the outset, The Chief of Police and his sub- 
ordinates have shown that they understand 
that. There will be fewer riots here in the 
future. 


SrveNTEEN French soldiers recently were 
reported to have died from the poison con- 
tained in American canned meats, and THe 
Tribune suggested that if. the matter were 
investigated this statement would be found 
untrue, It is now stated that a much larger 
number fell seriously sick. The case was re-

‘SAW LINCOLN SHOT. 


ONE OF THE AUDIENCE WHO WIT- 
NESSED THE GREAT TRAGEDY. 


Story of the Man Who Was the First to 
Reach the Side of the Wounded Presi- 
dent=His Clothing Stained by the Blood 
of the MartyreThe Alarm in the Thea- 
ter and the Frenzy of the Multitude in 
the StreetseReviving the Memories of 
Our Nation's Darkest Day. 


lt is just thirty years ago Monday last 
since Lincoln died of the wounds received in 
the theater on the evening of April 14 at the 
hands of Booth. And there now livesin this 
city, says a Washington letter in the Phila- 
delphia Times, a gentleman who saw the 
whole scene, and was the first to reach the 
wounded man in the prevailing panic. Mr. 
William Flood is the gentleman’s name, 
and he gave the following graphic account, 
which is taken down in his exact words: 

“ At the time the President was shot,” 
said he, in answer to a query, ‘“‘ I wasinthe 
United States navy, and was acting ensign 
and executive officer on board the steamship 
Capt. Teazer. Silas Owen was the com- 
mander, and the ship was located at the 
Navy-Yard April 14: On the afternoon of 
that day Mr. Lincoln, a¢companied by Mrs. 
Lincoln, drove over to the yard in a carriage 
and sent forme. I came out to the carriage, 
and Mr. Lincoln said the Secretary of War 
had informed him that the ship Monitor was 
at the yard, and he wished to see it. So we 
went around and looked at the Monitor. It 
wus not until we arrived there that any one 
in the yard even suspected that the Presi- 
dent was anywhere in the vicinity, and when 
they did discover it a number of salutes from 
the guns were fired in his honor. 

‘ That evening Capt. Owen, who had been 
over in the city during the day; came to the 
ship and suggested that we go to the theater 
that evening, as Laura Keene was to play 
‘Our American Cousin,’ and the President 
was to be there. We went to the theater 
and secured seats in the parquet or orchestra 
chairs. The President occupied the second 
bex up from the orchestra and second from 
the stage. Just as the curtain fell on the 
first act | heard a shot and saw a man jump 
from the President’s box to the stage. As 
he jumped his foot caught in the folds of the 
flag that draped the box and he fell sideways 
on the stage. It was quite a good jump, 
and he came very near falling back into the 
orchestra. He got up and limped away 
“cross the stage, brandishing a great long 
Knife in his right hand, and shouted ‘ Sic 
semper tyrannis.’ 

“In less time than it takes to tell it I was 
on the stage. How I got there over the 
heads of that orchestra I really don’t re- 
member. 
Lincoln looked out of the box. She was cry- 
ing and wringing her handsand said ‘ They 
have shot papa; will no one come?’ [ an- 
swered that I would come, and énmediately 
climbed up the side of the boxes to the one 
the President occupied. I don’t know how I 
got up there, either, but just as my hands 
touched the railing of the box a young lady 
took hold of them and helped me up. The 
name of the young lady was Harris, and I 
think she was a daughter of Senator Harris. 

“ The President was sitting ina large arm 
chair, with his hands on his arms and his 
head thrown forward, just as if he had fallen 
asleep. He was breathing, however, and we 
at once laid him on the toor of the box. I 
looked for the wound, but at first did not dis- 
cover it. Miss Keene brought a pitcher of 
water, and I bathed his forehead with that 
£0 as to revive him,.. I then discovered the 
wound in the back of his head, where the 
ball had entered, and the blood ran out on 
my arm and down the sideof my coat. Some 
army officers brought in a stretcher and he 
was placed on that and carried out. I then 
went to the fsont of the box and motioned 
for the audience to remain quiet. Every one 
was talknig, and there was a general uproar. 
AS soon as it ceased fora minute I told them 
that the President was still alive, but had 


been shot, and was no doubt mortally wound- 


ed. Capt. Owen and I then went out to the 
front of the building and found a platoon of 
police in the street. The sidewalks were so 
crowded with people that we had to get out 
in the middle of the road to get down the 
street. We went to the National Hotel, and 
by the time we got there the mob was so 
dense we could get no further, so a coyple of 
police took us through the hotel to C street, 
at the rear, and we got a cab and were driven 
to the navy yard. 1 was so bloody from the 
wound, my right hand and arm being cov- 
cred, that it is a wonder I was not hanged 
by that mob. They were intensely excited 
ut the time, and it would have taken very 
little tothave driven them into a frenzy. 

“The next day our ship went down the 
river to head Booth off, and did not return 
until after he was killed. .I was then sent 
for to go down and identify him. I recog- 
nized him very readily as he jumped from 
the box as J. Wilkes Booth.”’ 


Charming Writer—The Hon. Mrs, Henniker 

The daughter of a distinguished literary 
man, the sister of a Viceroy of Ireland, the 
wife of a clever and popular soldier, herself 
fast making a name and reputation in the 
world of letters, surely the lines for Mrs.

“I should be glad,” I remarked a little 
later on, “if you would tell me something 
about your writing and what led you to ai 
for all who have read Mrs. Henniker’s nov- 
els, *‘ Sir George ’’ and “ Foiled,” will know 
that she is remarkably skilled in the writing 


of what may be termed par excellence the 


society novel. To this, after some reminis- 


cences, Mrs. Henniker replied: “I started 


with poetry, but I soon went on to stories, 
none of which, of course, were published.

A heated discussion followed in which the 
Rt. Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, member for 
West Birmingham. and the Hon. George N. 
Curzon, member for the Southport division of 
Lancashire, took part. Finally the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer consented to move to 
refer the question to a small special commit- 
tee. Then the Rt. Hon. Leonard Henry 
Courtney, member for the Bodmin district of 
Cornwall, threatened to move for the ad- 
journment of the House. Sir William said 
that he thought the Earl of Selborne was 
being badly advised and therefore he would 
move to issue a writ for un election in West 
Edidburg and thus ond the whole thing. 
Later, however, the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer was persuaded to withdraw his mo- 
tion and the subject was dropped. 

The friends of the Earl of Selborne say if 
the special committee decide against him he 
will seek reélection. ~The question as to 
whether a member of the House who becomes 
a Peer of the realm can continue to sit in the 
House of Commons, or whether a Peer can be 
elected to membership of the House of Com- 
mons, is exciting the most keen interest and 
brought about a largé attendance at the House 
today. 

Much stir in this respect has been cre- 
ated in certain circles by a letter published in 
the London Times signed by the Hon. George 
N. Curzon, member of Parliament, and the 
Hon. William St. John Freemantie Broder- 
ick, member of Parliament, announcing that 
the Earl of Selborne proposed to raise the 
question which he did today. The letter refers 
to Lords Paimerston, Castlereagh, Iddesleigh, 
and others who forewent their seats in the 
House of Lords in order to retain civil ap- 
pointments. Messrs. Curzon and Broderick, 
who are both the eldest sons of peers, appa- 
rently intend to follow the Ear! of Selborne’s 
example, 

The Times, commenting editorially upon 
their letter, points out that the authorities are 
divided upon the question whether a seat in 
the House of Commons becomes vacant by 
the mere fact of the holder’s succeé:ion to the 
peerage. The Times supports the. Earl of 
Selborne’s action, saying he is entitied to 
challenge an authoritative decision and he 
deserves credit for his determination to bring 
the question to a definite issue. 


ANOTHER DEFEAT FOR HOHENLOHE, 


Reichstag Rejects the Proposed Tobacco 
Tax Bill in Its Entirety. 

Berlin, “fay 13.—The government met 
with another defeat today. The Reichstag 
rejected the whole of the proposed tobacco 
tax bill. During the debate which preceded 
the vote the spokesmen of all parties, except 
the Conservatives, opposed the bill, insisting 
strongly against any further disturbance of 
the tobacco industry. Count von Kardorff 
alone advocated a higher duty which, he said, 
was certain to be voted by the next Reichs- 
tag. In his opinion the present House was 
ineapable of taking any position or action. 

Count Posadowsky, Secretary of the Im.- 
perial Treasury, defended the principle of the 
bill as being the sole practical path to reform 
in imperial taxation. The Reichstag, he 
added, was preparing a common grave fo: all 
the government measures; but it was to be 
hoped that the much-needed reform in the 
taxation of the empire would be secured. 

The vote on the bill was taken by the mem- 
bers rising in their places. Onlya few Con- 
servativés and National Liberals.supported the 
measure. 

The rejection of the tobacco bill has been 
foreseen {or sometime. The bill itself was 
condemned by a committee, andin addition 
the Committee of Supply reduced the original 
deficit of more than 30,000,000 marks in the 
budget which the new tax was to cover toa 
smallsum. In view of these facts the most 
sanguine did not hope the bill would be 
passed. Count von Posadowsky, Secretary of 
the Imperial Treasury, referringin the Reichs- 
tag to the proposition to bury the govern- 
ment measures, begged them not to inter the 
living with the dead. Financial reform, he 
said, was alive, and, what was more, was ca- 
pable of a further existence. His request fell 
upon deaf ears. The paragraphs of the bill 
were rejected by crushing majorities, 


TRANSVAAL NATIVES ARE RESTLESS. 


Great War Imminent Between Chief 
Magato and the Boer Republic. 

London, May 14.—A dispatch from Pre. 
toria, capital of the Transvaal, says a great 
native waris imminent in Zeoulpansberg. 
Magato, the Paraguan Chief, has dismissed 
the Transvaal Government commission from 
the country. The Mantatez tribes are mass- 
ing at their different stronghoids, They are 
armed with modern rifles. Their ammun1. 
tion is obtained from the Portuguese. Gen. 
Joubert will ordera commana of 20,000 
whites and natives and the campaign opens 
immediately. The seat of war is 400 miles 
north of Johannesberg. 


CONFEDERATION PROSPECT HOPELESS 


Newfoundliand's Chances of Uniting with 
Canada Exceedingly Slim. 

London, May 14.—The correspondent of 
the Times at St. Johns, N. F., has received 
assurances that the prospect of confederation 
is almost hopeless. Englana declines to as. 
sume one-third of the debt for the railway 
and Canada refuses to assume the whole. 


Uproar in the Hungarian Diet. 

Buda-Pesth, May 13.—There was a_ stormy ses- 
sion of the Lower House in the Hungarian Diet 
today. Herr Ugron, a member of the Left, de- 
clared the government had attacked tne Papal 
Nuncio, Mgr. Agliardi, without cause, thus drag- 
ging the prestige of Hungary into the mire, An 
uproar followed and the sitting was suspended.

DEMAND A RECEIVER FOR A RAILROAD, 


Grand Rapids and Indiana Said to Be Be- 
hind in Interest Payments, 

Indianapolis, Ind., May 13.—J. E. David- 
son and H. H. Barnes, cotrustees with Con- 
rad Baker, deceased, of the property of the 
Grand Rapids and Indiana railroad company 
for holders of first mortgage bonds to the 
amount of $3,000,000, today filed a bill in 
the Federal Court before Judge Baker asking 
for the appointment of a receiver and the 
foreclosure of the bonds. It is alleged that 
interest to the amount of $600,000 is past 
due, and that the railroad is inselvent. The 
proceeding is ancillary to one begun in the 
Federal Court for the Western District of 
Indiana.

Men Sent to Trap the Animals Get Into 
Some Trouble. 

Hennessey, Ok., May 13.—The arrest of 
five men employed by a Chicago park asso- 
ciation to capture fawns for exhibition has 
caused considerable excitement near the 
Cheyenne Reservation. The Federal officers 
allege deer have been captured on Indian 
lands. This is strictly forbidden by law. 
The trappers had fifteen fawns in their pos- 
session and said they were captured in the 
Strip and in Old Oklahoma. This is alsea 
violation of Oklahoma laws. The United 
Etates authorities have charge of the pris- 
oners, and if cleared they will be tried by 
Territorial courts.

TURMOIL IN BROOKLYN NAVY-YARD. 


Heads of Bureaus Charged with Grave 
Offenses—Court- Martial in Progress. 

New York, May 13.—(Special.]—If a dyna- 
mite gun had exploded at the Brooklyn navy 
yard today it could not have caused greater 
consternation than did the communication 
received there from the Secretary of the 
Navy by the commandant and the different 
heads of bureaus. In this communication 
the Secretary called upon those officers to 
explain why the civil service rules govern- 
ing the appointment of laborers at the navy 
yard have been violated. 

The Secretary’s order is the outcome of 

the recent investigation made at the yard by 
Lieut. Neve, who was detailed by the Secre- 
tary to investigate the employment system 
inaugurated by Secretary Tracy and con- 
tinued by Secretary Herbert. The Lieuten- 
ant made a long and detailed report, in 
which he made the most astounding disclos- 
ures and charges. He specifically states, 
among other things, that the regulation had 
been systematically violated. Frequently 
dead men have been carried on the rolls, he 
says, and men have drawn pay from the 
government for work supposed to be done 
at the yard who have at the same time been 
employed elsewhere in New York and Brook- 
lyn, 
It is reported at the yard that unless the 
chiefs of bureaus there can make a satis- 
factory explanation the Secretary will do 
away entirely with the present civil service 
rules, 

The court-martial which was called to- 
gether last Monday to investigate the 
charges against Medical Inspector Edward 
Kershner, fleet surgeon of the North At- 
lantic squadron, reconvened at the navy 
vard today. Rear Admiral John G. Walker 
presided. At the conclusion of the reading 
of the history of the case Dr. Kershner 
stood up and pleaded not guilty to all the 
charges and specifications. Lieut. Lanch- 
ener next read the report of Admiral 
Meade in reference to the refusal of Dr. 
Kershner to send medical assistance to the 
Nova Scotian bark, and announced his in- 
tention of submitting as evidence a report 
of the inquiry held on board the United 
States cruiser New York April 6, but Mr. 
Choate objected to its being submitted, The 
objection was sustained. This was regarded 
as a big advantage by Kershner’s lawyers. 

The first witness was Lieut. Harry P. 
Huse, who was Judge-Advocate at the court 
inquiry on board the New York. He testi- 
fied to the order of the Admiral and read the 
newspaper reports of the refusal of Dr. 
Kershner to send assistance to the bark 
and the correspondence which the doctor is 
accused of making public. 

Dr. Kershner was sworn as a witness be- 
fore that court. Huse could not remember 
the exact language Dr. Kershner used, but 
he remembered the substance. He looked at 
the record which he had written at the time. 
Lieut. Lancheimer asked him if it was a 
true record of the proceedings, but Mr. 
Choate protested. Mr. Hunsdale insisted 
the record was not a true and correct re- 
port of the full proceedings, and until the 
witness had exhausted his recollections of 
the facts he should not be permitted to re- 
fresh his memory from his report. 

Lieut. Lancheimer got angry and ex- 
claimed: ‘‘ This-is my witness and I object 
to the defense laying out the, line of the 
prosecution.’’ 

The objection was overruled, and Lieut. 
Huse then read several questions put to Dr. 
Kershner at the court of inquiry and his an- 
swers as to how the correspondence came 
into the possession of the press. Dr. Kersh- 
ner denied having any knowledge of the 
manner in which the facts leaked out. The 
witness acknowledged he took notes in pen- 
cil and afterwards transcribed them. After 
reading the transcript of the board it was 
accepted asthe original record of the in- 
quiry and the pencil notes destroyed. 

The witness said that he could not recol- 
lect any questions which he asked the doc- 
tor, but everything that was in the record 
was correct. He said that Dr. Kershner ad- 
mitted that he had written home, saying he 
was in some kind of trouble.

Congressman Walker Discusses the Candi- 
dates for the Presidency. 

New York, May 13.—[Special.]—Congress- 
man J. H. Walker of Massachusetts, who 
spoke before the Chamber of Commerce to- 
night at Rochester, N. Y., on “Coinage and 
janking,’’ made some very pertinent re- 
marks on the political situation in a talk 
with a reporter.

Justice Barrett Prefers Men Who Read the 
Newspapers and Think. 

New York, May 13,—{Special. '—Justice 
Barrett of the Supreme Court took occasion 
to say today in connection with the jury disa- 
greement in the case of Inspector McLaugh- 
lin and his impending new trial: 

‘We want men on juries who have read the 
newspapers in this or in any other case and 
who necessarily have formed an opinion be- 
cause they are intelligent. The law does not 
reject a man because he has formed an opin- 
ion. This court wishes for a jurora man 
who has, ‘perhaps, formed an opinior and yet 
who conscientiously says he can try the case 
impartially without reference to his opinion, 
Such a man is anideal juror. It is the cit- 
izen who is at fault, not the jury system. 

‘** This question grows more important every 
day. Newspapers must publish thé news be- 
cause the peop'e demand it. The jury law as 
it stands cannot be improved. Let the tales- 
man tell the truth; say that the evidence can 
change his opinion. The intelligent man who 
reads the newspapers is a most acceptable 
juror. We want bim; we invite him. Try, 
try, my dear sir, and let the newspapers try 
to educate the citizen up to his proper duty.”

ew York, May 13.—{Special.]—Lady Hen- 
ty Somerset has decided to establish in Lon- 
don a woman’s rescue home, similar to the 
I'lorence Night Mission in Bleecker street, 
and Mrs. A. L. Prindle, better known as 
Mother Prindle, matron of the Florence 
Mission, will sail for England June 5 at Lady 
lHienry’s special invitation.

GEN, UNDERWOOD REPLIES TO OAK- 
WOODS DEDIOATION ORITIOISM. 


Program for Memarial Day at the Con- 
federate Monument the Outgrowth of 
the Suggestion of a G. A. R. Man—No 
Dead Hopes to Be Glorified, but the 
Valor of the American Volunteer to Be 
Lauded—Stars and Stripes to Be Waved 
“Other Local News. 


‘So many statements have gone abroad in 
other cities than Chicago asa result of De- 
pattment Commander Thayer’s recent letter 
to the Massachusetts G. A. R. protesting 
ugainst the proposed dedication of the Con- 
- federate monument at Oakwoods Cemetery 
Memorial day that many persons deeply in- 
terested in the event believe a part of the 
public has been led to misconstrue the sig- 
nificance of the ceremonies to be performed. 
Ever siuce the bitter attack was made Gen, 
Underwood, Commander of the Division of 
the North. United Confederate Veterans, 
has kept silent, but the protest has caused so 
much comment from some quarters that he 
deemed it advisable to issue the followmg 
letter last night, which defines his position 


and fuHy explains itself: 

Chicago, lil., May 13. —To the Citizens of the 
United States, a reunited people of one nation: 
Owing to erroneous statements and misconcep- 
tions in some quarters as to the feeling and pur- 
pose of the Confederate veterans in erecting a 
monument over the remains of 6,000 Southern 
soidiers buried in Oakwoods Cemetery, this city, 
I deem it both pertinent and my duty to make 
public the following: iG 

fhe ex-Confederates of Chicago, as loyal citi- 
zens and true soldiers, met after the death of 
Gen. U.S. Grant to do honor to his memory, 
marched through a blinding rain-storm, and par- 
ticipated in the memorial services. 

Quickly following that event it. was discovered 

the remains of the Camp Douglas prison 
dead, buried in Oakwoods Cemetery. were un- 
- marked and uncared for. An organization was 
then projected, with the sole purpose of 
ot reeengy J erecting a monument over the Con- 
federate dead in Chicago. Permission was asked 
of and readily granted by the Secretary of War 
to erect such a monument as.the newly organ- 
ized body saw fit to build under the controlling 
supervision of the United States army officer in 
‘charge of the government plot in which the Con- 
federate dead were interred. Accordingly a fund 
was raised, two-thirds of which having been con- 
tr.buted by citizens of Chicago, and the monu- 
ment as it stands was erected under direct pro- 
vision of the permit that emanated from the War 
Department. 

Last Decoration day a number of G. A. R. 
posts joined with the Confederate camp in the 
memorial exercises, and profusely decorated the 
* Confederate graves with Northern flowers—the. 
Southern men returning the courtesy in memorial 
ceremonies by decorating the graves of ion 
soldies in the same cemetery. On that occasion 
Maj. H. G. Purinton, Commander of Columbia 
Post No. 706, G. A. R.. suggested that the monu- 
ment be dedicated the next Decoration day, May 

0. 1895, that G. A. R. veterans, because of its 

ing a holiday, might attend and take courte- 
ours partin the ceremony. The holiday feature 
of the day applying as well tu my own command, 
that day wis selected; and witheut any thought 
or intention of infringing upon a prerogative of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. 

l amthe recipient of a strong letter from 
Lieut.-Gen. John M. Schofield, commanding the 
United States Army, and anjindorsement on the 
back of bis pbotegraph by Gen. Thomas G. 
Lawler, Commander-in-Chief G.. A. R.. each com- 
mending the monumenting of the remains of my 
dead comrades, the Confederates sieoping in 
Oakwoods, as laudable and praiseworthy. etc. 
It is pardonable to refer to such high and disin- 
terested approval of humanitarian acts; and 
although at this juncture no character of 
discussion is desired, still I deem it eatirely 
right, proper, and due the public to announce 
that in monumenting the Confederate dead every 
ovservance of law was complied with, and ho 
purpose of unearthing the dead Confederacy, of 
acting disloyaily. or flaunting the Confederate 
flag that went down at Appomattox, was for a 
moment entertained, the onty purpose of the 
living Confederates being to monument the for- 
titude and bravery constituting the heroism of 
the private soidiers who surrendered their lives 
under the most trying circumstances imaginable, 
and by so doing have added a page to the renown 
ofthe American volunteer. I will in com-

POLICE NOT LOOKING FOR SCHNAUBELT 


Alleged Bomb-Thrower’s Whereabouts of 
No Interest to the Authorities Here. 

There is not much excitement in the Chi- 
cago Police Department over the story that 
Rudolph Schnaubelt, said to be the man who 
threw the bomb at the Haymarket, nearly 
nine years ago, has recently been in Vallejo, 
Cal. There does not seem to be any disposi- 
tion on the part of the police to arrest 
Schnaubelt at this late day. When asked 
about Schnaubelt’s reported presence in Cal- 
ifornia and the alleged visit.of his mother 
to him in Vallejo, Inspector Shea said so far 
as the Police Department was concerned it 
was not interested in Schnaubelt’s move- 
ments. He said that at the time the Anarch- 
ists were tried there was considerable evi- 
dence to show that Schnaubelt threw the 
bomb, but it was not probable this evidence 
could be reproduced, as some of the witness- 
es were dead and others had gone away and 
been lost track of. J. A. Grinnell, who was 
State’s-Attorney at the time of the trial, is 
understood to agree with Inspector Shea. 
Schnaubelt was arrested two days after the 
Haymarket riot and released because at 
that time there was no evidence against him. 
A few days later he was anxiously sought 
for and could not be found. He was later 
supposed to be in St. Paul, Minn., and after 
that was variously reported to be in Mexico, 
Central America, and South America.

D. K. TENNEY SOORES DEMOORATIO 
PARTY FOR ITS ASININITY. 


Hamilton Club Discusses the Currency 
Question=—Chief Feature a Speech by 
Mr. Tenney, Who Espouses Honest Money 
and Tells Why Southerners Have Co- 
alesced with the Silverites=Marcus Pol- 
lasky Argues for Free Coinage of Gold 
and Silver at a Ratio of 22 to 1. 


D. K. Tenney made a epeech at the Hamil- 
ton club last night which was the chief feat- 
ure of the second meeting held to discuss the 
currency question. Mr. Tenney treated his 
subject from the honest money standpoint, 
attributing the coalition of the Southerners 
with the silverites to the attempt to 
pass the force bill. He scored the Demo- 
cratic party as the abettor of every political 
scheme concocted against the best interests 
of the country, saying it was ashamed of 
everything it had ever advocated and of what 
it advocated today. in the absence of Presi- 
dent S.. W. Allerton Second Vice-Pres- 
ident Frank Wells was in the 
chair. He read a letter from 
Mr. Allerton regretting his inability to be 
present and reiterating his double standard 
views. When Mt. Tenney had finished his 
epeech Marcus Pollasky madea short argu- 
ment in favor of the free coinage of 
both gold and silver at a just ratio, He read 
two letters written by J. R. Doolittle, one to 
Senator Vest of Missouri, the other to Con- 
gressman Owen Scott of Bloomington, advo- 
cating the bimetallic standard at a ratio of 
22 to l 

At the next discussion, which will be held a 
week from next Monday night, the club will 
invite the Republican candidates for nomina- 
tion to the Governorship of Illinois to be

Silver Question in the South. 


D. K. Tenney spoke, in part, as follows: 

Southern business-men and politicians east of 
the Mississipi are by nature and self-interest 

uite as conservaitve as those in the North on 
tinancial questions. They could not have been 
unaware that the free coinage of silver by this 
country independently would be as disastrous to 
the South as tothe North. Any disaster, how- 
ever, any déctrinue, was better to them than en- 
forced aegrv suffrage. They would submit to no 
“force bul.” Moreover, they had been outgen- 
eruled on the tariff question and in the ad- 
mission of numerous new RKepubiican States. 
it was a condition and not a theory con- 
fronted them. Dipiomats, as of old, they 
proceeded to form an alliance, offensive and de- 
fensive, with the jack rabbit silver States and 
the Populists, whereby the force bill should be 
fovever defeated, and as compensation, free coin- 
age of silver should be enacted and a lower tariff 
adopted. The force bill’ was accordingly de- 
feated. It is dead forever. We only escaped 
free silver coinage by a narrow majority, and the 
McKinley tariff act has been emasculated. Thus 
the good Republicans, by endeavoring to enforce 
negro political protection at the South, which 
few really wished to sosomgrse. antagonized 
the financial conservatives of that region, cut 
their own throats on the tarilf, and rendered the 
free coinage of silver the uppermost question in 
national politics. 

It is thus my opinion the Republican party un- 
til lately has pursued a course too antagonistic 
to the South, on matters where that section is 
peculiarly sensitive, and which it should be left 
in peace to work out and solve, as it inevitably 
must according to its own conscience and good 
faith toward us. Our continued interference will 
only make a bad matter worse. And so by an- 
tagonizing our Southern friends by the scare of 
enforced negro suffrage, we have driven them, in 
apparent self-defense, toembrace the heresy of 
free silver coinage so effectually that their re- 
allegiance to financial good sense may with great 
difficulty be secured. 

There is another strong reason why the silver 
craze is now so seductive to our Democratic 
friends. By the object lesson of the late panic, 
the consequent continuous depression of all -in- 
dustries, and especially by the election last fall, 
they have discovered that the common people 
have entirely lost confidence in them. The false 
and fraudulent statements and promises made by 
them, which foryears they have been putting 
forth to deceive the people on the tariff question, 
have been found belied by the performance of the 
por when in power. The silverites and Popu- 

ists heartily favor free coinage. The South in- 
clines that way, and is under contract to deliver. 
If with these political discontents the Democrats 
can-unite and secure enough cf the conservative 
Northern States the conglomerative party can 
return to the publiccrib once more. That is the 
scheme, Something to deceive the people. Any- 
thing to gain power and pelf. 

A Function of the Banks. 


The government should not be burdened with 
the duty or embarrassed with the necessity of 
borrowing money or otherwise raising it to re- 
deem ourcurrency. That is the legitimate func- 
tion of banks the world over. Congress should 
authorize the issue of 2 or 2'5 per cent gold 
bonds in amount sufficient to retire and destroy 
gradually but forever all the demand government 
obligations now in circulation. These bonds 
should be sold to national banks at par, and the 


‘banks should issue upon a deposit of these, with 


the Controiler of the Currency as security, na- 
tional bank notes for the face vaiue of the bonds. 
These notes should be payable on demand in 
gold at the bank of issue and at redemption 
agencies in the principal cities. In case Of sud- 
den general financial emergency, such banks in 
good standing. should whenever the Controller 
might deem proper, be empowered to issue further 
currency to an amount equal to one-half of their 
capital and surpius, these emergency notes, how- 
evér, to be retired within six months from date 
of issue. Government examination and thedouble 
liability of stockholders of such banks should be 
preserved, The notes should a first lien upon 
the assets. and in consideration of asmall an- 
nual tax upon the capital the government should 
guarantee the bill holder, having its own bonds 
in possession as security. Such acurrency would 
be as safe as our present natignal bank notes, 
would..be as ample as at present, and flexible 
whien in general emergency it might become 
necessary. No better currency than this exists 
in the world. The bonds of States in good credit 
might be used with eptire security asa further 
basis of circulation. Duties on imports should 
be collected in gold. ’ 

Thus the banks would be obliged to provide 
the gold for redemption and tw care for the 
strength and usefulness of the currency. Uncle 
Sam is poorly qualitied for that business. How 
much better could bankers do this than a lot of 
Washington politicians! How much better, in- 
deed, would be such financial control than that 
dictated by some Populist convention! 


Where the “Crime” Comes In. 


_ The “demonetization act of 1873” a crime, 
indeed! Previous to the passage of that act, 
though the coinage of both metals had always 
been authorized, nine hundred and fifty million 
doilars in gold bad been coined and only eight 
million of silver. The Federal Treasury then 
dealt with nothing but gold in its receipts and 
payments. 7, peaastens purposes silver had 
never been considered money except for small 
change. We had not seeu a dollar of either gold 
or silver for ten years. and did not for several 
years afterwards. Specie payment was sus- 
pended. Greenbacks were at a large discount. 
Against eight millions of silver coined in all our 
previous history six hundred millions of the stuff 
hag since been thrust into our currency. If crime 
there was it was in the subsequent silver legisia- 
tion which transferred this enormous tonnage of 
silver froni the depths of the mountains to the 
vauits of the Treasury and pledged this Nation 
to keep it at par with gold. Political craft alone, 
and not public advantage. made such legislation 
possibile. We are now undergoing the penalty 
and, what is werse, threatened with a still more 
grave offense. 

The champions of independent free silver tell 
us that if their scheme succeeds silver and gold 
will circulate freely together atthe ratio 6f 16 
to 1, with a ligament of brotherly love between 
them as binding as that of the Siamese twins. I 
think these gentlemen know better. If Congress 
should enact the law, and one of these men 
should have $1,000 in gold on hand with which 
he could buy $2,000 of silver that would pay this 
amount of his debts (and I think he must be des- 
perateiy in debt), would he pay the gold to his 
creditors at par or would he buy the silver and 
pay twice the amount? What would you doin 
such a case? Buy and use the silver, of course. 

If there is to be achange from sound to un- 
sound money in this country you will see that 
the rich, as usual. will land on top. Congress 
cannot stop it. God Almighty cannot. It is the 
nature of this breed of human animals, and in 
my judgment a biessing to the poor that it is so 
for what would become of the plain people if, 
there were not in every community a few men 
who devote their energies to the accumulation, 
conservation, and prudent use of wealth, while

HIS FALLAGIES KNOOKED HIGHER 
THAN GILDEROY’S KITE. 


Convincing and Exhaustive Reply Written 
in a Pleasing and Popular Style= 
Logical Answers to the Illogical Prop- 
ositions of Its Prototype Given in 
George E. Roberts’ “Coin at School in 
Finance "’=The Work Is Recommended / 
by the Honest Money League of Illinois.

The book which has received this com- 
mendation is a pamphlet of six chapters and 
168 pages, closely resembling, both external- 
ly and internally, Coin’s Financial School. 
It consists of a series of dialogues worked up 
into the form of a school and illustrated 
with a profusion of cuts, some of which are 
of a satirical. character. The first two 
chapters treat of the alleged decline in prices 
Since 1873; the third of the history of bi- 
metallism in the United States; the fourth of 
the effects of free and unlimited coinage of 
Silver, if it shall be permitted; the fifth of 
answers to objections; and the sixth of mis- 
cellaneous questions and answers. 

In respect of literary style and logical 
force and directness the book affords a 
striking and pleasing contrast with its 
prototype. In passing from Mr. Harvey’s 
book to Mr. Roberts’ book one passts from 
darkness to light, from nonsense to sense, 
and from deceit and trickery to sincerity 
and honesty. The crowning excellence of the 
work, however, is its perspicuity. One can- 
not read Harvey’s book five minutes with- 
out feeling that he has dropped a stitch 
somewhere; and if by going back several 
pages and reading them over again he can 
pick it up he is fortunate. Mr. Roberts’ 
book, on the other hand, is absolutely clear 
from beginning to end, and the reader be- 
comes increasingly interested in its state- 
ments and arguments as he proceeds. 


Scene Laid in Iowa. 

As to the literary plan of “‘ Coin at School 
in Finance,” the scene is laid at Eagle Grove, 
la., instead of Chicago. In the depot hotel 
of the town one evening in the present spring 
there were casually gathered four persons— 
a bricklayer, a locomotive engineer, and 
some some traveling salesmen. The party 
naturally fell to discussing the crops, the 
weather, the prevailing prices, and the busi- 
ness outlook. One of the traveling sales- 
men happened to remark that “ according to 
Coin ’’ prices could go no way but down on 
account of the demonetization of silver. A 
farmer took him up, and the discussion that 
followed took up the evening. The next 
day and thereafter the same men and others 
continued the discussion in the opera-house 
of Eagle Grove, with Judge B. P. Birdsell 
of the District Court as Chairman and in- 
Structor, No better illustration of the sim- 
ple, direct, and unanswerable style of the 
book ,can be given than is found in the fol- 
lowing opening passage of the second day’s 
discussion. Said the traveling man: 

“There may have been something done 
in the last century of interest on this ques- 
tion, but what bave seemed to me to be the 
vital points are not so far distant.. It is 
claimed, I believe, that in 1873 a radical 
change was made in our monetary system, 
by reason of which all property has beén 
depreciating in value, and must continue to 
do so. The entire force and merit of Coin’s 
argument centers in this decline of prices. 
If no such loss as he describes has in fact 
been suffered there is nothing to be reme- 
died. These people are claiming that no 
general decline can be shown in farm prod- 
ucts as marketed in this locality, and that 
the position of the Western farmer has 
greatly improved since 1873. Now, I would 
like you to meet them at once on that point, 
for if they are right. my interest in the 
whole question becomes much less acute, 
I don’t want to get lost in a maze of theo- 
ries and charges and statistics covering 100 
years and finally leave here without getting 
what I came for. I beg pardon for the in- 
terruption, but if you can first show these 
people how much their condition has 
changed for the worse since 1873 I will 
guarantee they will listen attentively to 
why it has grown worse. What have you 
to say to this farmer’s statement that corn 
was so cheap in Iowa in 1872 and 1873 that 
it was burned for fuel?’’ 

Takes the Smirk Off Cotn. 

‘**T would prefer to take up the various 
phases of this question in my regular order,”’ 
said Coin, ** but as I always invite questions 
1 will not decline to answer this. I scarcely 
need to do more, however, than to refer you 
to page 116 of Coin’s Financial School, 
which records my reply toa similar question 
by Mr. Henrotin. The corn crop of Illinois 
tor 1872, which controlled the price until the 
next crop was in sight, was 217,628,000 bush- 
els, while the crop of Illinois in 1898 was only 
160,550,470. The Chicago prices in 1873 and 
in 1894 were about the same, but with the 
reduced crop of 1892, and increased popula- 
tion, the price should have been much high- 
er. As I said to Mr. Henrotin I say now: 
Overproduction accounts for the léw price 
in 1873, and the gold standard accounts for 
the low price in 1893. Is that sufficient?” 

And the dapper little fellow waited, with 
a serene smirk, for the effect of his ‘words, 

‘*‘Is that sufficient?’ repeated the travel- 
ing man, looking first to the farmer and 
then to the bimetallist. 

The farmer looked a little dazed. 

‘Do you say?’ he stammered, “ that the 
corn crop of 1872 was greater than the corn 
crop of 1893? How can that be? Iowa was 
scarcely more than half farmed in 1872, and 
Nebraska and Kansas barely opened. There 
is some catch about that.” 

Coin moved uneasily but said nothing. 

The bimetallist arose with a smile, 

‘“‘ He did not say the corn crop of the Unit- 
ed States was greater in 1872 than in 1893. 
He said the crop of Lilinois.”’ 

‘**O,”’ said the farmer, his face clearing of 
perplexity but filling with disgust, “‘ why 
should a man write such a fool thing as that? 
The crop of Lllinois don’t make the price; it 
is the crop of the whole country.” 

Coin’s dapper smirk had gone. 


Audience Views Him with Pity. 

“The corn crop of the United States in 
1872,” said the Bimetallist, ‘“was 1,092,719,- 
000 bushels, and in 1883 1,619,496,131 bushels, 
or about 5O per cent greater. But while 
the Chicago quotations were about the same 
in the two years, there was a great differ- 
ence in favor of 1803-1894 to the farmers. 
The crop of 1872 could not be moved at the 
price. It was almost unsalable. In this part 
of Iowa it was worth only 12% and 15 cents a 
bushel at the railroad stations. I holdin my 
hand the report of the Iowa State Agricul- 
tural Society for 1873, which says (Page 10) 
of the crop of the previous year: ‘Untold 
quantities were burned for fuel, being 
cheaper than wood or coal at any reasonable 
rate.’ On the other hand, the crop of 1893 
brought the farmers about 25 cents a bushel 
at the market towns this distance from Chi- 
cago. Is that sufficient as to the corn crops 
of 1872 and 1893?” - 

It was evidently sufficient for Coin. The 
starch was out of his collar; his knee pants 
disclosed his trembling limbs; all the-assur- 
ance was gone from hig face; his lips were 
dry, and he seemed unable to speak. 

There was a dead silence in the hall. 
Coin’s atternpt to establish his theory by the 
corn crop of one State, which produced only 
one-tenth of the whole crop, appeared so 
weak, after it was exposed, that the audi- 
ence viewed him almost with pity. His ar- 
gument had been reversed against himself. 

In Mr. Roberts’ book one will find 168 
pages of facts and reasoning as clear and 
conclusive as this; and if the book does not 
have as large a sale as Harvey’s it will be 
for lack of a sensible and appeciative public.

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NEWLY-ENAOTED LAW, 


Weeting Is Held at Which the Provisions 
of the Act Are DiscussedeRaise in 
Rates May Be the ResulteFire Losses 
for the Week Amount to $3,032,055— 
United States Mutual’s Affairs Badly 
Tangled and the State Department to 
Make an Examination, 

Managers of the various insurance com- 
panies having departments in Chicago met 
yesterday to consider 4he provisions of the 
new laws passed by the Legislature of Wis- 
consin affecting insurance interests, Some 
of the provisions of this law are so onerous 
as to make managers seriously consider the 
advisability of withdrawing from the State 
yntil such time as the restrictions are made 
less burdensome. Nearly every manager in 
the city was present at the meeting and took 
part in the discussion over the law. 

An emergency clause was inserted in. the 

bill making the law operative from and after 
its passage, and its provisions are now'in 
force. No time is given in which to prepare 
for the changes made necessary by the bill, 
and much confusion habs arisen in conhse- 
quence. There are many things about 
which insurance men complain, but the par- 
ticular complaint is made over the clause 
which makes it impossible for an insurance 
company to cancel a policy except by giv- 
ing sixty days’ notice to the assured, . This, 
they think, does an injustice to the compan- 
jes, and if it is to be carried out in its strict- 
est sense there will be many property-own- 
ers who will have cause to regret its pas- 
sage before the year ends. If a company 
cannot get off an undesirable risk except 
after a sixty days’ notice, the writing of 
risks which may become undesirable, will 
be watched much more closely in the future 
than it has beeninthe past. There has been 
trouble over saw-mill risks In the lumber 
districts of Wisconsin, in that agents would 
write risks which the companiés would re- 
fuse to carry. Heretofore a manager. could 
order cancelled any risk which he deemed 
extra. hazardous. Under the new law he can 
only do so after giving sixty days’ notice. 
‘As a result agents will be instructed to only 
receive applications on such risks,in future, 
and the owner will go without insurance 
until it can be passed on by the manager, 
This will often work:’a hardship to the owner, 
but it cannot be helped under existing cir- 
cumstances. 

The “three-quarter” clause is prohibited 
under the new law and that is likely to mean 
an increase in rates. An entirely new policy 
form is made necessary by the changes, and 


. this takes time, but no provision was made 


for this in the law. An increase in rates ‘has 
been advocated by many of the managers of 
from 5 to 25 per cent. Whether this will be 
-made remains to be seen. It is altogether 
probable something will be done to meet the 
increase in expenses which it is thought will 
follow in the wake of the new provisions. 
Several out-of-town managers were present 
at yesterday’s meeting. 


REPORT ON INSURANCE iN MICHIGAN, 


Advance Sheets of the Recommendations 
by Commissioner T. F. Giddings. 

Lansing, Mich., May 13.—[Special.]—The- 
ron F. Giddings, Commissioner of Insur- 
ance, has just completed, in advance of his 
annual report, sheets containing a résumé 
of the statements made to him by all-fire 
and: marine companies which did business 
in this State in 1894. He views with alarm 
the growing tendency to amend the general 
law so as‘to enable Michigan mutual com- 
panies ic gain such a foothold in the State. 
He says the companies do a business that 
is not of a character to guarantee to policy- 
holders such indemnity as they have aright 
to expect. The fear is expressed that Michi- 
gan is rapidly approaching a wildcat line of 
authorized business by virtue of these mu- 
tual laws, and it is earnestly recommended 
that the Legislature take hold of this matter 
courageeusly-and repeal all the vicious feat- 


ures of existing mutual laws. 


Commissioner Giddings admits consider- 
able insurance is being written in Michigan 
by companies which are not authorized to do 
business in the’State, but asserts most of 


this business is obtained through correspon- 


dence, and he calls attention to the fact that 
the Michigan statute does-not empower him 
to either arrest or prosecute non-residents 
for soliciting business for these companies. 
Both the insurer and insured are, he Says, 
aware that this business is carried on in vio- 
lation of the law, and for this reason do 
their work in secret, thus rendering it pracé 
tically impossible for him to procure -evi- 
dence that will convict. He calls the atten- 
tion of aggrieved parties to the fact that if 
is useless for them to flood the Insufancé 
Department with eomplaints, and urges 
them to aid him, by their acts, in stamping 
out the evil. é 
Persons owning special hazards complain 
of their inability to secure sufficient indem- 
nity in authorized companiés, and urgé. 
that they be accorded some relief. _For this 
reason a bill is now pending in the Legisla 
ture providing for the licensing of agents ty 
write such surplus lines under restrictions 
The enactment of such a law will not on!y 
furnish the desired relief, but will be a 
source of revenue to the State. Certain 
Lloyds organizations have recentl¥ made 
known to the Commissioner their desire to 
be authorized to do business in the State, 
and, in order that they may do so, the pres- 
ent Legislature has enacted a law which will 
enable such companies as are of a reliable 
character to do business in Michigan.

| RATES MUST GO DOWN 


PACKING-HOUSE PRODUOT WAR 


PLAYING SMASH WITH OHIOAGO, 


It Is Feared the Fight Will Be Extended 
to Other Articles and Carried Into New 
Territory—Efforts to Adjust the Trouble 
FaileEastbound Shipments Continue to 
Decrease=Not Able to Enforce a Pool- 
ing AgreementPanama Railroad War 
Will Hurt Southern Pacific. 


Matters have come to such a pass as re- 
gards the war on packing-house product 
rates from St. Louis, Missouri River, and in- 
terior Illinois points to points in the South- 
east as to make it imperatively necessary to 
reduce rates between Chicago and Southeast- 
ern points, as the reductions from other 
points make the rate on such traffic less than 
the local rate to this city. It is feared the 
fight will be extended to other articles of 
freight and the reductions carried into new 
territory. All efforts to bring about an ad- 
justment of the trouble have failed because 
the Louisville and Nashville declined to enter 
into any peace negotiations until the Cairo 
Short Line and the Ohio River roads are 
ready to pledge themselves not to indulge 
again in such rate cutting and other illegiti- 
mate practices as they are said to be guilty 
of. As the latter lines will not acknowledge 
that they have been doing wrong or be forced 
by the Louisville and Nashville to take the 
position it does there is no chance of a speedy 


settlement of the war. 

In his latest bulletins to the members of 
the Western Freight Association regarding 
the Southeastern rate situation Chairman 
Midgley says the reduction shown in circular 
letter 1,636 provides for the maintenance of 
the existing correlation of rates from the Mis- 
souri River, based upon a reduction of five 
cents south of the Ohio River and iour cents 
between St. Louis and Ohio River crossings. 
In meeting this competition from Chicago 
the Chicago and Ohio River Traffic Associa- 
tion reduced the rates from this city five cents 
per 100 pounds, maintaining the proportion- 
al rate of 12 cents north of the Ohio River, 
thereby making the total! reductions, Chicago 
to Southeastern points, five cents. 


vice from Commissioner J. F. Tucker of the 
Chicago and Ohio River Traffic Association 
that the matter was considered at a*neeting 
in thiscity last Saturday and, effective May 
15 inst., a proportional rate of eight cents 
per 100 pounds would be made from Chica- 
gotothe north bank of the Ohio River on 
carload shipments, minimum 25,000 poundsa 
per car. Up to the present time no reduction 
has been made from St. Paul to Ohio River 
crossings in view of the attitude of the Ohio 
River lines in not making a reduction north 
of Evansville, Cincinnati, etc. If a reduction 
should now be made the rate to the Ohio 
River on Green Line traffic would then be 
1744 cents and on Carolina traffic 19 cents 
per 100 pounds, which would make tne rate 
on Green Line packing-house product traffic 
144 cents per 100 pounds less than the local 
raie tothis city, Chairman Midgley there- 
fore desires to be informed at once what ac- 
tion the roads desire to be taken. 


SHIPMENTS CONTINUE TO DECREASE 
East-Bound Koads Unable to § Enforce 
Pooling Agreements. 

East-bound freight shipments from Chicago 
suffered another serious decrease last week. 
This is caused by the attempt to bring about 
a maintenance of tariff rates. Rates were 
fairly well maintained during the week by all 
lines except one or two. Unless another 
serious break in rates soon.occurs east-bound 
shipments by rail lines will assume small pro- 
portions. The indications are, however, that 
rate cutting will again be indulged in before 
many days have passed, The railroad mana- 
gers are beginning to see the utter hopeless- 
ness of their attempts to enforce a pooling 
agreement from Chicago and probably from 
St. Louis, and not from other junction 
points. Instead of securing the evening up of 
percentages by allowing roads which fell 
short of their allotted percentage to cuf 
rates the differences are getting larger from 
day to day. To secure eyualization of per- 
centuges by diversion of traffic has been 
found utterly impracticable and to settle dif- 
ferences by money payments is out of all 
question. Not oniy would such action in- 
volve the roads in a conflict with the 
inter-State law, but there are few of 
the rouds which could afford at 
this time to take money out of their treasury 
to make good shortages of other roads. 
Should it be discovered, said Commissioner 
Morrison, a few days ago, that the roads are 
making money settlements the commission 
wiil at once turn the matter over to the At. 
torney-General with the request to institute 
proceedings against the offending roads. 

A conspicuous feature of last week’s state. 
ment of east-bound through shipments from 
Chicago was the big percentage carried by 
the Big Four road, which goes to substantiate 
the repurts about diversion of business from 
New York te Newport News. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the various Central 
Traffic Association roads last week were 30..- 
555 tons, against 39,953 tons for the week 
previous and 27,086 for the corresponding 
week Jast year. The percentages carried by 
the various roads wereas follows: Baltimore 
and Ohio, 6; Big Four. 16.4; Chicago and 
Erie, 9;- Chicago and Grand Trunk. 9.1; 
Lake Shore, 10.5; Michigan Central, 16.9; 
Nivkel Plate, 6.9; Pan-Handle, 8; Fort 
Wayne, 8.3; Wabash, 8.9. 

Total shipments of all kinds of freight, ex- 
cept live stock, coal,and iron, from Chicago 
to through and local points in the East dur- 
ing last week by the various east-bound rvads 
amounted to 43,931 tons, against 53,285 
tons for the week previous and 54.875 tons 
for the corresponding week last year. The 
tonnage carried by tne various roads was as 
follows: Michigan Central, 4,348 tons; 
Wabash, 2,724; Lake Shore, 6.732; Fort 
Wayne, 5,607; Pan-Handle, 5,761; Baiti- 
more and Ohio, 2,653; Chicago and Grand 
Trunk, 3,597; Nickel-Piate, 3,788; Chicago 
and Erie, 6.949; Big Four.

PANAMA RAILROAD DECLARES WAR. 


Great Struggle with the Pacific Mail, Which 
Will Hurt the Southern Pacific. 

New York, May 13.—The announcement by 
the Panama railroad that it will not pro-rate 
with tne Pacific Mail steainship compary after 
June 1 will probably result in a prolonged 
legal fight. The Pacific Mail officials have 
made a statement in which they say: 


March 15 last Judges Van Brunt-and Parker 
perpetually enjoined the Panama railroad com- 
pany from engaging directly or indirectly in car- 
rying on any services by vessel between the ports 
of Panama and Acapulco, and any other port be- 
tween those places, or giving any exclusive priy- 
ilege to any other party than the Pacific Mail, or 
from placing upon a more favorabie footing in 
ony, respect any other party than the Pacific 

al 7 

The Panama railroad company was also en- 
joined perpetually from executing any contract 
with any other company conducting steamship 
service between Panama and Acapuico, or any 
other intermediate port, for the purpose of di- 
verting business to any company other than the 
Pacific Mail's Centrai American line, or from re. 
fusing to transport over the Panama railroad at 
fair and reasonable rates, and upon at least as 
favorable terms and with as favorabie facilities 
as accorded to any other party, any merchandise 
offered by the Pacific Mail, 

These are the words of the injunction order, 
and in view of them the practicai effect of the 
Panama road's action is simply to raise through 
rates, not only to the Pacific Mail, but to ail 
other companies, even to its own company. 

lt simply means. if persisted in, a diversion of 
business sooner or iater to otber transit routes 
than that of Panama. What the Panama people 
can mean by thus injuring their own line we do 
not know. It will cost the Panama railroad 
millions of dollars, and will simpiy cost us tem- 
porery smeconvenience until we can arrange far 
shipments across the country over some other 
route at lower rates. If continued it will be a 
great boon for the Tehuantepec railroad.

Crown Point, Ind, May 13.—[Special. ]— 
The opening argument in“ the Roby race- 
track injunction casé was made today by.

THIS TRUST IS TO GO. 


WALL PAPER OOMBINE OANNOT DO 
BUSINESS IN ILLINOIS. 


Expose in “ The Tribune ” Hastens Attor- 
ney-General Moloney to Action=An- 
nounces He Will Soon Take Proceed- 
ings to Exclude the Trust from the 
StatexIts Methods Clearly Illegal and 
Detrimental to the Public Interest= 
How It Throttles Competition, 

The wal? paper trust is to have its right to 
do business in Illinois tested in court, Attor- 
ney-General Moloney announced yesterday 
he would begin a proceeding in chancery, the 
object of which would be to exclude the trust 
from the State as a violator of the laws against 
combines which affect public policy. He 
would file the papers at an early day and 
would push the suit vigorous! y fro:n the first, 
he said. Tue Trireune’s story of the trade 
practices of the trust published yesterday 
hastened this action, evidence in which Mr. 

Moloney has been collecting for a long time. 

‘I have been looking into the operations of 
this trust for six months,”’ said Mr. Moloney. 

‘*My investigations nave convinced me it is 

an illegal combination of the worst descrip- 

tion. Its operations are onerous as to the 
trade and detrimental to “the public and in 
law! The corporation 
was organized in another State, so a quo 
warranto proceeding to deprive it of its fran- 
chises will not lie in Illinois. The remedy is 
in a chancery proceeding to prevent it from 
doing business inthis State. That remedy I 
shall.seek. My duties at Springfield bave 
kept me therd most of the time for several 
weeks. Otherwise I should have started the 
action before. It will be begun, however, as 
soon as the-requisite papers can be drawn up.” 


Formation of the Trust. 


The National Wall Paper company, as the 
trust is legally known, has been a picturesque 
figure in the newspapers, especially those of 
the East, for a good deal of the time since its 
formation. This was in 1892, under the law 
of New York. S. A. Maxwell, formerly of 
this city but now .of New York, was one of 
the chief promoters. In devising the plans of 
the new enterprise advice was sought 
of the lawyer who is credited with 
having linked the Standard Oil com- 
pany into its present form after 
former organizations had been smashed by 
the courte. The National company, put on 
its feet, issued $30,000,000 of common 
stock and $8,000,000 of debenture bonds. 
The latter were usec to buy up most of the 
wall paper factories in the country. The stock, 
or most of it. was flung in asa bonus to the 
sellers. Naturally the substantiality of its 
character was attacked by enemies of the 
trust thus created. In the course of a com- 
paratively few months the trust had obtained 
complete control of the business of manu- 
facturing and selling wall paper. 

It inaugurated asystem of rebatesto its 
customers, but imposed upon them hard 
conditions. A contract was and is still 
printed to be signed by the trust representa- 
tive and the merchant who handles the 
former’s goods. It provides that the mer- 
chant shall have a rebate of 20 per cent on 
goods bought during the year ending in July, 
but that nothing shall be paid him until the 
end of the period. Aclause in the contract 
specifies that it is to be understood the con- 
tract is subscribed to under the laws of New 
York. This means that the merchant signing 
it in case of any dispute must appeal to the 
courts of New York, something that a man 
in Kansas,: for example, is not likely to do, 
preferring to lose the money in controversy, 


Other Significant Conditions, 


The clause is significant for other reasons, 

The rebate cannot be transferred. A clause 
in the contract expressly prohibits that, the 
object no doubt being to confine any disputes 
arising to the original party. The dealer, on 
his part, makes an affidavit at the end of the 
year that he has dealt exclusively with the 
trust before he is paid his rebate, which is 
withheld thenif there is any question in his 
financial dealings with the trust. 
' In Tue TRIBUNE yesterday was published 
an account of how the system worked in the 
case of a man in Alma, Kas. He refu:ed to 
sign the affidavit and in turn received a letter 
notifying him that the act would work a 
hindrance in his dealings with the company 
or its branches. Stories of similar cases are 
told. The trust has thirteen jobbing branches 
through which it distributes its goods. Four 
of them arein Chicago. ‘The entire thirteen 
are said to be worked like puppets on a string 
from the headquarters in New York. A 
dealer who offends is immediately reported 
to all the jobbing branches. In case he has 
cut prices under the list issued by the 
trust, or in any other way devi- 
ated, he finds it impossible, so 
it is said, to buy goods at any of the jobbing 
branches. Ostensibly there are fourteen 
factories outside the trust. As a matter of 
fact the combined opposition of the rest is not 
regarded so important as that uf one of the 
number. The trust is said to be exerting 
strong pressure upon it to enter the combine. 
Within three months it absorbed another out- 
side factory as large as the one referred to, 
and it is reported it may decide to grab some 
of the little ones. 

In the wall paper trade the feeling is bitter 
against the trust. Outside houses accuse it of 
employing typical trust meansto damage 
their trade. Threats of litigation have been 
induiged in within a few moaths, and one suit 
has been commenced by a man named Hobbs 
in New York. Thetrust sued him, ciaiming 
he was.about to violate a contract by entering 
into the business of manufacturing wall pa- 
per. Hobbs retorted with an application to 
the Attorney-General of New York to begin 
proceedings fora receiver for trust on the 
ground that it was an illegal combine. 

Representatives of the trust in this city 
were asked about the Attoraey-General’s an- 
nounced suit. They had nothing to say. 


CALLS FOR MORE COMPLETE ANSWER. 


Attorney-General Wants the Fidelity Com- 
pany to Be More Explicit. 

Attorney-General Moloney yesterday gave 
notice to the other side that he would file ex- 
ceptions to the answer made by the Fidelity 
Insyrance, Trust, and Safe Deposit comparty 
in the suit brought against it by him, with the 
design of smashing the trust deed by which it 
holds the securities of the Chicago gas com- 
panies, In the quo warranto proceedings 
against the latter the Philadelphia Trast com- 
pany was not impleaded, it being a resident 
of a foreign State. The Attorney-General 
subsequently summoned it into court by pub- 
lication. The last day of the limit allowed by 
law the Philadelphia Trust company filed its 
answer, setting up a general denial that it was 
a trust, or that it could. be required to deposit 
$300,000 with the Auditor of Lllinois, claim- 
ing 1t was not doing business in this State in 
the meaning of the statute. 

The Attorney-General’s exceptions are that 
the company has not set forth whether it is- 
sued its certificates in lieu of the stock of the 
defunct Chicago Gas Trust company. Neither, 
he objects, has it answered whether the stock 
issued to the constituent companies of the 
group in the Chicago Gas company is voted 
by the Philadelphia Trust company, as it was 
charged was done. The charges as to the 
forwarding of dividends, which were repeated 
throughout the guo warranto proceedings, 
Mr, Moloney objects, are answered argument- 
atively as are numerous other matters in the 
bill requiring direct averment. He character- 
izes it as evasive, imperfect, and insufficient, 
and prays that the defendant be compelled to 
make a complete answer. The suit is on 
Judge Tuthill’s calendar. Heis at present in 
the Criminal Court. Mr. Moloney, however, 
made an arrangement with him to hear the 
arguments on the exceptions next Monday at 
the latest, and if possible on a day this week.

DIVINITY STUDENTS DISCUSS DANCING. 


It Is Admitted Church People Are Grow- 
ing More Fond of Worldly Diversions. 

“What Attitude Should the Minister.Take 
Toward Popular Amusements,” was the sub- 
ject of discussion at the bi-weekly University 
of Chicago Divinity conference yesterday 
afternoon. Card playing, dancing, and the- 
ater-going were given their turn upon the 
spit, but the debate developed nothing more 
satisfactory than that the church was growing 
more worldly, and that the individual con- 
science must be appealed to as the final 
arbiter. 

E. D. Varney was the first speaker. He 
said the Church Fathera told of the glorious 
company of the Apostles, and the Bishops, as 
well, who led the Mazes on feast days. The 
modern bailet, said the speaker, has pros- 
tituted the modern dance, Nevertheless, 
theaters are, in the language of Victor Hugo, 
the crucibles of human civilization, and, when 
properly conducted, are conducive to the de- 
velopment of the artistic and esthetic tasie. 
The old methods of the church offer no solu- 
tion to the present problems of society. Mr, 
Varney believed that the theater exercised 
upon its patrons a fur better influence than is 
generally conceded it. The popular argu- 
ment for’ the abolishment of the theater car- 
ried with it no more force than the argument 
for the aboiishment of the press, or even of 
some churches, 

P, T. Dye quoted statistics showing the in- 
timate connection between dancing and im- 
morality, and ignored the pleafor dancing 
based upon “ polite society.’’ 

Prof. Charles Chandler said he could never 
see any wrong in card-playing, dancing, and 
theater-going. He said adverse arguments 
reminded him of the story of the boy who 
asked his father how many legs a cow had if 
you count her tail as one, ‘* Five,” replied 
the father with atwinkle in his eye. ** Not 
at ali,”’ rejoined the boy, *‘only four. A tail 
is not a leg because you call it one.”’ Prof. 
Chandler said that in Engiand dancing was of 
three kinds—graceful, ungraceful, and dis- 
graceful. The first was going out of fashion, 
the second was not desirable, and no decent 
man would indulge in the third, Prof, 
Chandler said the apathy to dancing was an 
American product. In England, Germany, 
and France nine-tenths of the Christian peo- 
ple favored dancing. .He said that dancing 
was, of all pastimes, the best -calculated to 
drive dull care away, and that the alleged im- 
morai features of the sport existed largely in 
the minds of those who knew nothing about 
it. Evil associations should be avoided inde- 
pendently of dancing and for their own sake, 
lhe church should discriminate between es- 
sentials and non-essentials. 

Head Professor Wilkinson said he was 
educated at home and in school to oppose 
these amusements and still shared the preju- 
dice, but admitted the right and duty of 
every man to judge for himself, 

Vernon P. Squires said the failure of min- 
isters to distinguish between different kinds 
and degrees of amusement had led young 
people to argue that since they were satisfied 
that certain amusements were palpably inno. 
cent that all were. 

Prof. Moncrief, who presided, admitted the 
firmer hold which questionable amusements 
were securing upon the inasses and urged 
upon the ministry the necessity of inventing 
suitable diversions for busy and brain-fagged 
Christian people,

FISH IN A BIG POCKET AT GREEN BAY. 


No Scarcity of the Finny Tribe at the 
Wisconsin Point, 


The fish of Lake Michigan have not disap- 
peared, they are simply ‘* pocketed ”’ in Gieen 
Bay. A dispatch received last night from the 
town bearing that name at the head of the bay 
says the catch there this spring is larger than 
for ten years. The local Izaak Walton says: 

The varieties chiefly caught are pike, trout, 
herring, and perch. Pike are especially plenti- 
ful. White fish are ecarce, with the exception of 
those too small to market, weighing from haifa 
pound toa pound. There is a large crop of these 
growing. Sturgeon are yet scarce, but it is early 
for them. The fishing seasen is eariier than 
usual, which may partially account for the in- 
creased catch. One fisherman brought in this 
morning 7,000 pounds; Thé new State fish law 
is impracticable and worthiess, at least so far as 
it relates to the lake and bay waters, and fisher- 
men are paying no attention to it. Dealers are 
endeavoring to induce fishermen to take out 
some of their nets and reduce the catch in order 
to raise the prices to d remunerative figure. 
There is no mouey in it at present for either fish- 
ermen or dealers. 

Michigan City, Ind.,is another place where 
fish are biting well and running into nets in 
schools. 
in that city is nearly doubied this spring and the 
hauls are more than double those of iast year. 
The catches consist principally of white fish and 
trout. 

At Menominee, Mich., the catch is about 30 

er cent larger than last season, the increase 

eing principally on the east shore, where one 
firm is taking 100 packages a day. 

Other dispatches received by Tuz TRIBUNE 
tell the following stories: 

South Haven, Mich., May 13.—[Special. ]—The 
commercial fishing outfits of this place have not 
as yet.fully embarked in their season's work. 
Old fishermen say the indications for a good 
catch are favorable. ; 

Grand Haven, Mich., May 13.—[{Special.]—The 
fish catch at this port is far ahead of last year’s. 
There are eight tugs here and the average catch 
is 1.500 pounds r tug per day. Prices this 
year are good and fishermen are prospering. 

Alpena, Mich., May 13.—{Special. }—The fishing 
season opened three weeks later than last season. 
The catch averages about three-fourths of last 
season's. 

Traverse City, Mich., yon | 18.—[Special. }—The 
fish catch this season is only half as heavy as last 
year’s up to date. The ice staid in the bay a 
month later, leaving the water cold, which in 
part accounts for it. ‘ 

Benton Harbor, Mich., May 13.—[Special. ]— 
Owners of fishing tugs report that fishing is the 

rest this year they have experienced in years. 
The average catches range from 500 pounds to 
800, when in former years they have been from 
1.000 to 3,000 pounds. Several tugs have laid 
up and others will do so as soon as they get 
all their nets in. 

-It was said at the office of the A. Booth 
Packing company the scarcity of fish must be 
mainly confined to perch and herring, as 
their fishermen were catching the average 
quantities of trout and white fish Last 
season, it was said, there was an early spring 
and the fish came in early in large quantities. 
The catch was so heavy the market was 
glutted, prices went down to a point where 
there was no profit, and many fishermen took 
up their nets. Following this came an im- 
provement in prices and nets were reset, but 
then camea periodof violent storms which 
destroyed the nets and caused a scarcity of 
fish in the fall. 

Joseph Lister, who says he is a piscatorial 
expert, yesterday furnished an explanation of 
the scarcity of fish in Lake Michigan. In his 
opinion the small rainfall of last year is re- 
sponsible. Mr. Lister said: 

I notice in Tae Trrevne that the fishermen in 
and around Lake Michigan cannot catch fish 
enough to pay expenses at the present time. The 
cause of this scarcity is owing to the small rain 
fall last year. Small fish grow up to large fish

Chemical Compound Tested with Satisfac- 
tory Results, 

The Chicago Chemical Refrigerating com- 
pany isa new concern which places on the 
market a chemical compound, designed to 
take the place of ice for all practical pur- 
poses. The chemical costs 20 cents a pound. 
It is placed in the icebox of a refrigerator, a 
smalbamount of water is added to cause it to 
dissolve; the refrigerator is then closed and 
cold results immediately. A public test was 
given yesterday at No. 215 Dearborn street, 
Several refrigerators were kept in working 
order all day and examined by dozens of 
business-men and chemists. The inventor 
says the compound contains eleven ingredi- 
ents and the formula isa secret. The mixt- 
ure is light pink in color and isin the form 
of crystals like coarse salt. Itis said to be 
perfectly harmless and has an alkaline taste, 
When moistened it instantly becomes in- 
tensely cold. This effect lasts twenty-four 
hours or until the crystals are entirely dis- 
solved. Then it is piaced on a fire and 
**boiled down’’ until the water evaporates 
and the crystals are left in their original 
form. Itis then ready for use again by sim- 
ply adding fresh water. It is asserted that 
the chemicals lose none of their properties by 
the process and that the crystals can be used 


for years. During the test yesterday ice was 
frozen to the thickness of window giass in a 


few minutes, and to the thickness of two or 


three inches in less than six hours.
